The Board of Managers df the New-York 8tate 
Colonisation Society, convinced that such an organ 
would be of great value to the cause, propoeed. a 
v<*ar ago, the establishment of a ceptral newspaper 
at Washington City, with a Urge circulation to all 
part, of the United State*. 

Circumstance* were unpropitious, and their pro- 
ject failed. Meantime local papers having arisen 
in Illinois, Indiana, PennsylvanU, bnd New-Jertey, 
peculiarly adapted to their respective communities, 
it seemed especially appropriate that the State of 
New-York, which furnishes a larger idcom e from 
year lo year than afty jother, should secure to itaelf 
the advantage, of an organ for- communicating 
information to it* friend* and the public. Accord- 
ingly, at a meeting of the Hoard of Manager* in 
November, it waa unanimously resolved to establish 
a monthly newspaper, to be entitled tba New-\ obk 
Colonisation Jolrnal, to be placed under the 
c ire of the Corresponding Secretary and issued from 
their office. , 

The present moment is one of peculiar interest it 
relation to thi.'iioble enterprise. Originating ia 
the benevolent and patriotic deaire to benefit tlw 
African race, in a %ay perfectly consilient with the 
p*ac • und highest interest* of our own land, the 
Colonisation Society wa* from the beginning an 
object of suspicion and dislike to the extremext 
opinions of both the North and the South.

Wk make the following extracts from letters re- 
eved by. the Colonisation Herald. The tint is 
gaU-d at Bassa Cove, Sept. 24. I860:— 

1 The aborigine* say thsl the St. John’s river is 
considerably wider, five or six days travel back, 
thus il is between the township* of Basxa Cove 
and Edina, at which it is nearly « mile wide ; and 
one of our settlers, who accidentally reached five 
days' travel back, confirms this report, and said 
that there were up it, at thi* distance, several 
large and ticauliftyf islands; with sufficiently bold 
passages for boats; The obiee’ is to carry a few 
light canoes along, and to follow the river’s course, 
cutting a road along its banks at' the same time, 
ntul to notice every obstruction to its navigation as 
fur ns we go, so as to be able to make an estimate 
• of the probable cost of their removal. This river 
lead* right through the great camwood forest, 
where that camwood is procured which is considered 
the best shipped from the Coast. 

1 wish I could get a theodolite, or any instru 
roent, with which to measure the heights of moUn- 
‘ains. I understand enough of trigonometry for 
-his puiposc. The interior of this country is. very 
mountainous indeed, which c;m be seen at sea some 
time 'hef'-re any other land is visible. 

We. could ship large quamitie* of lime*, lemons, 
oranges, pineapples, ^guavas, plums, and many 
other delicious 'Jruit?. °< superior quality, if it were 
not fin the fact 'that they would spoil before reach-, 
ing. the United States, and pur people are not ns 
yet expert in preserving.

The Republic of Liberia adopted its constitu- 
tion Julv 28, 184?, which day is celebrated much 
we d’o the 4lh July. Ill* extracts here, refer 
to this celebration last July.— Edito*. 

Tke 20th of July . — On Friday, the 26th ultimo, 
ibe third anniversary of Liberia’s Independence, 
the usual dcraonstratwos of public rejoicing* were 
made throughout the Republic In Monrovia, the 
arrangements for the day were luilablo, and de- 
cidedly creditable to the City Authontiee, who 


ordered and superintended them./ 

At 6 o’clook A. M a gun from 
height, aroused the slumbering inhabitant* of 
vale, and announced to them the dawn of n nation’s 
natal day A signal from Central Fort attuounoed 
the hour of eight, when the glorious Star and 
Stripes were hoisted at the Govt. House, Stale 
House, and Fort* ; the Government .vassal, and 
the mercantile marine in port, were decked with 
flags and streamer*. We also observed flag* flying 
at a number of private residence*.* At an early 
hopr the uniformed companies of the 1st Regi- 
ment, ordered out as an escort, under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Col. McGill, were in motion. At 
12 o’clock the national salute was fired from Fort 
Norris Battery. 'and waa responded to from the 
battery of .the Government -schooner “ Lark.” 
The troops were, then fohned in line in front of the 
Government House, and received the oivil offi- 
cer*, with the usual salutes ; the procession pro- 
ceeded, headed by the Marshal, ('apt. U. A. 
McGill, to the M.' E. Churoh, where an appro 
iriate oration was delivered by M». John D. 
.Jnore ; after which, the procession retimed to the 
Government House, where the civil officers took n 
position i n front of the " Saluting Flag the

The American Colonisation Society met at 1 
o’clock in the First Presbyterian church. 

The Hon. Henry Clay, President of the Society, 
took the chair. 

The Bet. A. D. Eddy. D. D., of Newark. N. J., 
opened the meeting with prayer, after which the 
Hon. Mr. Clay delivered an appropriate address of 
three quarters of an. hour’s duration, which was 
listened to with profound attention by the large 
and intelligent audience ; among whom were the 
President of the United States, several members of 
his Cabinet, several foreign ministers, n number of 
-Senator* and Representatives in Congress, and 
other distinguished persons. 

The Secretary, Rev. W. McLain, then rend an 
abstract of the Annual Report of the Soeiety ; after 
which addresses were delivered by the Rer. Robert 
FiLL«e, ( D. D.. J. H. Latkobo, Esq., of Baltimore, 
and the Hon. Feedemoe P. Stanton, M. C. from 
Tennessee. 

The resolution from which the Rev. Dr. Fuller 
spoke, was as follows : — 

* Rnolved . That while a review of the paat may 
well cause the friend* of the enterprise to thank 
. Ood and take courage, the time has come when it 
. becomes the Society to seek ampler resources, and 
invite more earnestly the attention of the whole 
country to colonisation, and the bleaainga which 
must be secured by iu succeaaful prosecution. 

That which formed the basis, of the reaaarks of 
the Hon. Mr. Stanton, was as follows 

Rttplctd, That the harmony of the Statea of 
thia Union would be promoted by the voluntary 
emigration of the free blacks ; and that it would be 
sound policy in the Government of the United States 
to adopt all efficient meaaurea, within the range of 
its acknowledged powers, for the encouragement of 
African Colonisation. 

After the address had been delivered, the follow- 
ing Resolutions were offered by the Hon. R. R. 
Reed, M. C. from Pennsylvania, and were adopted 
by the meeting : — 

Rrtoirtd. That the Republic of Liberia, having 
assumed a plaoe among the nations of the earth, 
and attained * power to x give permanenee and 
strength to her position, is emitted to be treated 
by older nations as a Sovereign * * * 

Stale. a* . 

That the Christian Republic on the Western 
Coast of Africa wss founded by the 
philadlhropy of titisens of every section of these 
United Stales; end her people have just claima 
upon the United 8tatea es a nation, to sympathy 
in cnir hopes, and encouragement of tbetr lauda- 
ble efforts in the cause of universal civilisation. 

That the American Colonisation Society, respect- 
fully submits to the Government of the United 
. 3 tales, the expediency and sound policy of Acknowl- 
edging, by some public act, the Independence and 
national existence of the Republic of Liberia ; and 
of establishing relat ioos of amity and commerce with 
that nation. 

The Society then adjourned to meet at the Col- 
onization Rooms to-morrow,' the 22d instant, at 12

I have the satisfaction to inform yoi 
have just succeeded in terminating the wars, and 
restoring tranquillity nnjong the Vfcys, Qolahs, and 
Boosas. We have also discharged our liabilities 
to the chiefs (amounting to $285 0) for the terri- 
tories of Grand Cape Mount, Sugaree, Manna 
River, and Solorta. We have yet to meet the 
payments for two other tracts, and to purchase a 
small strip bordering 'on the Shebar, to close our 
purchases in the north-west, which will require 
aboht *4000, and we look to you to aid us with 
about $20W of this sum. 

As yet we have received from Mr. Gurney only 
X000. The remaining £500, he informs me, shall 
be paid when we shall have purchased the whole 
const, according to hi* original agreement. 

1 confess that I was not very sanguine, and 
am therefore not so much disappointed that the 
hist Congress did nothing towanls acknowledging 
(he independence of Liberia. 1 hope, however, 
that' during the present session the subject will be 
brought up, and disposed of according to our 
w ishes^, •• 

1 thank you for the copy of the report of the 
House Committee on the Liberian steamships. It 
is certainly an able report, and cannot fail to de- 
mand the attention of Congress. 

I cannot now give you minute details of the 
efforts to raise cotton here. 1 may venture to say, 

• however, that the pVesent prospects arc decidedly 
encouragiug.

Monrovia, Dec. 31, l»50. 

Rev. and Dear Sir I owe you an apology 
for not acknowledging your favor by the Liberia 
Packet last year, .and 1 hope this letter will be re- 
ceived as my apology, and will fully atone for my 
seeming neglect. ' My present occasion for writing 
is to express my great satisfaction and pleasure at 
seeing (jit- many indefatigable efforts that are made 
to further the great cause of colonization, and fully to 
establish in this country an asylum for my colored 
brethren. With exquisite pleasure 1 look forward 
to the day when civilisation and Christianity shall 
he disseminated throughout the continent of'Africa, 
and the sons and daughters of this now benighted 
land "shall own Jesus Christ as Lord, to the 
honor and glory of God." But, to effect this great 
work, there must be a total abolition of the slave- 
. trade, and a raising up of holy and devout men, 
who will, through tlu^ aid of the Spirit of truth, 
convince the ntffion* of the necessity of temper- 
ance, righteousness, and certainty of a judgment 
become; and who more capable to act as instru- 
ments to bring about this great change of morals, 
than those who sprang from African stock? Mis- 
sionaries after missionaries, men of talent and pro- 
found thought, have been sent out from America 
and elsewhere! to introduce the gospel it i this place 
but they have all either died, or, by the blighting 
disease of. the land, been driven to their native 
home,, without being able to mature their plans 
prosecute their designs. These melancholy results 
go very fatyn proving that God, in his all-wise 
providence, Kv reserved this great and important 
work (the civilizing and evangelizing of Africa) for 
lies own sons and daughters. God in his wisdom 
. permitted our forefathers to be carried from their 
. native country to a strange land, where they had 
to learn manners nnd customs other than those pe- 
culiar to their own oountry ; nnd now that we have 
laconic disciplined, and . the fulness of time lias 
come, he is returning us to our long-lost Lome. 1 
am perfectly satisfied with Liberia, and aln willing 
to make it my home and my children’s after me. I 
emigrated to this country more than twenty-seven 
yean*. ago, and am one of the company sent out in 
the brig Uswcgo, in April, 1883.

, and the fact that 1 was determined they should 
lose their rations, fas I held the bills of lading,) 
provided they yielded to the persuasion of others, 
they came down at last, and on their landing unani- 
mously— with the exception of one old lady, and 
another, who are dreaming, of if return to the 
United 8tates— declared that they liked Bassa ex- 
ceedingly better than Monrovia, and that this placo 
had been basely misrepresented to them, which 

ive rise to their reluctance to come down. Capt. 

ilia, on his landing, was of the same opinion as the 
emigrants. 1 think Dr. Smith will succeed well 
with them. 1 have repeatedly requested him to 
notify me of any thing he thinks deficient in their 
comfort, Ac. 

1 am looking anxiously for the company by the 
Packet, of which you have notified me. By the 
last Packet you no doubt learned of the obslrtic- 
lions to my progress at the Point. The Legislature 
has taken action on the subject, and has provided 
for its immediate settlement by one hundred volun- 
teers— old settlers to whom grants of land will be 
made; and has appropriated two thousand dollars 
for contingencies, as no doubt from the hasty anil 
treacherous disposition of Grando — a chief occupy- 
ing there— wo will have to chastise his people. 1 
have, however, constructed ten good houses on an 
eligible and most healthy spiff, embracing ton 
acres, rihich I may now nnnounce as ready for em- 
igrants. They are built not far from ^w here I re- 
side — a mile or ao— towards the Point. Dr. 
Roberts examined the houses and location at my 
request, last October, and pronounced the location 
an excellent selection, and the houses, when com- 
pleted, sufficiently comfortable. 

As soon ns the Legislature shall rise, and the 
volunteers occupy the Point, and 1 can direct the 
building of some houses, niy purpose is to proceed 
right for the interior, which I hope will be at far- 
thermost early in February. . 1 suppose you are 
aware that the New-Jereey Colonization Society 
has concluded to establish a settlement in the in- 
terior of Barsn, twenty-five or thirty miles from the 
sea, near the mountain region. It will, 1 feel con- 
fident, prove an excellent thing for Liberia. There 
is no question as to the supenor healthiness of the 
interior, in the mountain region. Several, of our 
citixens have frequently gone back there to recruit 
their health, and have succeeded admirably well— 
Hon. John Day, myself, and others. You may 
judge from my letter to you by the last. Packet, 
under dale of September, that the inhabitants of 
this county were contemplating something of the 
kind— that they were convinced of the propriety of 
such u settlement, or nt least more intercourse with 
the interior. But little did we know at our county 
meeting in August last— for the purpose of effecting 
explorations of* the interior — that similar measures 
were being adopted by tho New-Jereey Coloniia- 
tion Society. So you may judge that the commu- 
nication and means — amounting to about $180 to 
defray this expenses of an exploration, Ac. — sent 
out by*lhe agent of said Society, were auile oppor- 
tune. Our people, though poor, made -up, with 
.some assistance from foreign traders, over $100 last 
August. The Report of the Naval Committee and 
the Repositories came safe to hand, and were quite 
a treat. 1 always have a keen appetite for the 
good papers and periodicals of your country. As I 
shall write you more fully, likely by the Packet, I 
will close this sheet. 1 hope you will be able to 
make it out ; 1 have not lime to copy.

Dear Sie— B y the barque Edgar, I was grati- 
fied to hear from you. The company by her ar- 
rived in pretty good health. After visiting Mon- 
rovia, they almost unanimously refused to proceed 
to Grand Bout. Finally, however, they were per- 
suaded to go down and decide for themselves, and 
upon arriving there, 1 am informed, they were well 
pleased with the plsoe. Dr. Smith being at the 
time of their arrival at Monrovia, proceeded with 
the vessel to that place to attend them. I am 
quite hopeful that they, will do well ; indeed, I feel 
well assured, that if they will act prudently, and 
attend strictly to tho advice which the doctor will 
give them; they will do well. 

In referento lo the last company by the Packet, 
w under my charge, having been out now nearly 
four months, 1 am nappy to say they have gotten 
along very’ well. Of the number, ono old gentle- 
man named Ellis, from Charleston, South Carolina, 
died of npoplexy the evening previous to the 
Packet's departure ; but as my letters were 
closed, I could not then make mention of it. 
have lost two children io the fever — one, infant of 
Mr. Nimmo of Norfolk, Va., and the other the in- 
fant of Mr. Bush from the same place. 

The Rev. Dr. Wood employed Dr. Baker to at- 
tend oa himself and family, consequently withdraw- 
ing himself from my medical charge.

We find in the New York Tribune tbe fctawtog 
abstract of the documents submitted by the Prasi- 
to the 8enate, on the 18th of December, in 
ion to the traffic in slaves in Brasil unden the 
American flag. The information was transmitted 
to the United States government by the American 
minister at Rio, Mr. Tod; from whose statements 
it appears that tbe infamous traffic is still carried 
on to a great ex teat. 

Not less thaa forty-five thousand negroes have 
been imported info Brasil within the last year. More 
or less of every cargo are murdered on the voyage, 
and the survivors are too often used as mere beasts 
of burden. By far the greater portion of it io 
oarried on in vessels built in tbe United States, and 
under the flag of qur country. 

The American consul at Rio, in the months of

find ample scope for the exercise of 
strength and ingenui^- You are aware that it is 
tbe best palm oil- anf camwood country of which 
we havo any knowledge ; and why it is that emi- 
grants come here wift such reluctance I cannot tell, 
unless their minds rave been poisoned by a few 
persons of the meamr sort at Monrovia, who take 
a peculiar pleasure h influencing all the emigrants 
to stop there, irrespictive of circumstances. 

1 will admit that i few superior mechanics may 
find it to their admntage to- stop at Monrovia, 
especially stone nusons ; but I do think that it 
would not be to tht advantage of all mechanics to 
stop there. A fe« tujxrior workmen may stop 
there, and commaid a good patronage, if they 
pursue the proper nune to obtain it. But it ap- 
pears quite a diffictll matter to persuade the cob- 
bUrt who general come to Liberii, that it is 
necessary sometimn to be " Jack at all trades” — 
to farm a little anl cobble a little, here as . in all 
other new countri* ; and they are often contented 
to work half of ihtir time at their "trade,” and to 
loiter about " for tork" the other half, while their 
own land whose tees have not been felled by the 
woodman's axe, a«i whose bosom has never been, 
made to heave bi the farmer's hoe, to yield the 
luxuriant and higllji valuable productions of this 
goodly land, renu$is uncultivated.

In January, 1848, the American barque Laurens. 
wm seised and sent to the United States. On the' 
27th of May, in the samo year, Ihe.Unitod States 
vessel Alleghany arrired nt Rio, to be used in 
making seixures, ♦rhere there wu evidence of an 
intention to carry on the slave trade under our flag. 
On the 30th of September following, Mr Tod re- 
commended the government to recommcnff the aboli- 
tion of all trade in American vessels between Brasil 
and the African coMt. On the 24th of July, in 
the same year, Mr. Tod issued a circular, addressed 
to the American consuls in Brasil, with a view to 
obtain the statistics of the slave trade, m connected 
with American vessels. On the 11th of January, 
1 8 -1 0 , after measures had been adopted to stop the 
illegal traffic, Mr. Tod still complained that the 
American flag wm still used by the illegal traders 
in human flesh. 

On the 8th of January, 1850, Mr. Tod wrote to 
the Secretary of State that Jt/ijf Ihoutand Africans 
are annually imported into Brasil, and sold m slaves 
for life. One half of this number are introduced 
through the focilititt directly or indirectly afforded 
by the American /tip. 

If the Brasilian statutes upon the subject were 
faithfully enforced, Mys Mr. Tod, the slave tradd 
could not continue. Unfortunately, however, those 
slothed with their administration and execution, 
with some honorable exceptions, connive at the 
traffic, and silently acquiesce in the violation of the 
laws they aw sworn to uphold. Whilst the head 
of the government and many of the most enlight- 
ened statesmen of the empire are believed to con- 
sider the slave trade a* inimical to tbe true interests 
of their country, a greater number profess to be 
honestly of the opinion- that the welfare of Br<uil 
demands the continuance of the trade ; and, after 
defending the traffic on the ground of necessity, 
many proceed to contend that the conditioa of the 
African is meliorated when he becomes a Brasilian 
slave. However repugnant to the principles of 
sound political economy and of enlightened human- 
ity these doctrines may be, they are very generally 
entertained by the people of Brasil When to 
these impressions is added the tremendous power 
of the prince,' wielded by those who rasp the im- 
mediate profits of the traffic, it may be inferred 
that the few who labor for its suppression lutve 
very embarrassing obstacles to contend

1 authorized Rev. Mr. Cowan to make over the 
title' to Harry, when he reached Ncw-Orieans, as 
very strenuous efforts were made by some of bis 
free rotated friends in Ihe city to indace him 'to 
drew back and refuse to go! It is due to him, 
however, to state that he never hesitated for a mo- 
ment, but always expressed to me the most ardent 
desire to set out for his new home. He also, again 
and again, wished me, in his name, to thank ,lhe 
kind friends who had been so liberal as to contrib- 
ute towards his purchase, Towards his master, 
between whom and himself there hare always ex- 
isted the most kindly relations, he manifested tbs 
utmost friendship ; promising to keep him advised 
of his future movements and prospects, in bis new 
home. 

On the 13th inst., ho*and his family, with forty- 
two others from Kentucky and eight from Indiana, 
under the care of Rev. A. M. Cowan, sailed for 
New-Orleans, on board of the steamer Peytona, 
They will there be joined by companies from Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Tennessee and Louisiana, and will 
embark for tbe new Republic on the 20th instant. 
Many of this company are persons. of general in- 
telligence, being able lo read and write, and most 
of them are members of some evangelical church. 
They all seemed to be highly elated with the proe- 
peetof toon becoming the citizens of s government 
I where they eaa be free in fact, as well as in name ; 
where they will not k»ve their energies repressed 
hr the overshadowing presence of a superior race. 
The greater part of them go out prepared, and in- 
tending to engage, in *riculiurel pursuit* ; and I 
have no doubt they will make a valuable accesriou 
to the community among whom they may settle. 
The Kentucky Colonization Society have purchased 
a large and fertile tract of land, about forty miles 
in extent, which they hare- called Kentucky in 
Africa, and they donate to each emigrant ten acres, 
with the right to purchase u much more m he is 
able to secure, at the rate of $1.26 per acre,, on 
condition that he become* nn actual settler upon it. 
The spirit of e migrat ion is becoming much more 
rite among the colored people of this State than it 
wto a fow yean since, though it is to be regretted 
that many of them still oppose it with nn unac- 
countable bitterness.

men, under the command of Dwaroo Bay, u Golah 
chief. All-lho men of llu- toon, upon n* capture, 
lud been put to the xwoid, and of iu original inhab- 
itant-;. only two bundled nnd forty captive*, women 
hnd children, remained. . 

The town had been closely besieged by the \ evs 
tor Lvo months, and was deduced to much distress. 
The Boosays, h<»wever, who are cannibals, princi- 
pally ootnjHM>ed the garrison, nnd had been living 
on liuntnn lle.lt: The garrison was daily expecting 

succor, and a sanguinary conflict was expected. 
On*!tppro, idling the town, we raised ft while flag. 

' whirlr was rccqgmjted ns an emblem of peace nnd 
fiictid.hip, and h large pm ty of the besieged sallied 
' onion the river sidu of llu town, and saluted u» 
wjth music on tlu-ir rude in.Uiiments. After ry- 
t ii rilin g their friendly salutation, we paased on, and 
reached " Kallv,” the Vey camp, at ncam. where, 
wo met King l reemali/l’iince Cain. King Buiuhoe. 
young S.imilish. and other chiefs ami headmeu, 
who received us kiodlv. 

The usii.d preliminm ies .a.-r, we presented our 
. commission, and proceeded 1«* explain to them the 
object, of our v isit ,; and at the same .gave them 
distinctly t>> understand that tho Liberian Govern- 
ment luid determined to put an end to the cru^l 
and inhuman war. After much discussion, an nr- 
. mi-lice was agreed on. Early on the morning of 
t lie '2nd, we returned to tho besieged town, and 
h d an interview with Dwaroe Bay, whom we in- 
• formed that our G'ovennneiu laid sent us tolhe Vey 
.country to negotiate a peace between tho contend- 
ing parties, and that the Vey^-had agreed’ to our 
proposiiioiis- of pence, and tluft hostilities .would 
' .cease until his determination was known. At tint*, 
he expro-si-d himself rather unwilling to conclude 
a peace, as lie fell that he was then in u position to 
cnalde him to conduct the war successfully, nnd es- 
pemlly as, hitherto, the Voys had been more sue- 
.-.--fill than himself, nnd lie wished to continue the 
war, at least for a month or two, that he might re- 
,- ,u-r the military gloty w hich he conceived he had 
lost. Wo assured him, however, that the Liberian 
Government had determined to pul an end lb fur- 
ther ^gluing, and would mediate, nnd kettle nrai- 
,-ablv their disputes uiid difficulties. He finally 
agreed to the armistice ; and after many ceremo- 
nies artd much talk, the accompanying document 
wav signed nnd formally exchanged. ■ 

The following are the principal stipulations,, 

1st. The Liberian Government is pledged to 
maimaiu. pence in the. Vey country, nnd to protect 
iho V.-y* ia their lawful intercourse with otlyer 
trilvs f.,r the purpose of trade. 

2d. The , captives taken .by either party , during 
the war, to bo delivered to the Liberian C’oramis- 
-ioneis, to be returued to their homes. 

."J. The Lilierian Government shall pay to tho 
Golah chief* 3300. 

4th. The garrison shall have a safe conduct out 
nf the Vey country . 

3th. The chiefs of the Vey*, Golubs, and Boo- 
says are to assemble, on a day to be named, tb 
meet the President, to arrange nnd settle a perpet- 
ual peace. 

At noon of the 21|h, according to previous 
arrangement, we assembled at the barricade, and 
received from Dwaroe Bay two hundred and three 
captives — womeh nnd children-*-nll that remained

to the Itatement of the Vey », about five hundred 
. persons. The captives were in a raosV'miserablo 
condition, and the scene, inside of the barriead- 
was triil • . oltiiuf.

Alter sufficient instruction in tho mission and other 
atltooN. pinny of these, at least three hundred, had 
it turned:; cai lying with them missionaries and 
teachers, who found themselves welcomed and al- 
■litosi idolized, and a whole natiop mored by grati- 
tude to hear and believe their word. It is one of 
tliesc missionaries who writes the following letter. 
It was the result of their teaching that nerved the 
arms of the defenders of their liberty, and that ren- 
dered them so humane to their murderous captives 
when conquerors. The principal object of the 
Dab mum King was; to destroy-*hc missions. His 
threat to do ibis was published some two months 
ap,., and ait tho .friends of that mission were trem- 
bling for tlie result. Let us rejoice that the arm 
of tin- destroyer was paraly zed, and that tho un- 
offending were victorious in their self-defence. —

Thu subjoined letter gives an account of the de- 
ft at of till- D.ihoman army, before the walls of 
Abbeokiuta, a tdwn'about sixty miles inland from 
Lagos, in tlie : Hight of Benin. The invasion was 
wholly unprovoked, and their discomlitute is like- 
ly' to ’bate ah important bearing on the decline of 
Ote slave-trade : . • . 

"A iuikokuta, Tuesday, March 4, 1851. 

•‘His with the greatest thankfulness I desiro to 
communicate tii£ joy ful tidings of the defeat of the 
D.ihoman King ‘before the walls of Abbeokuta, 
yesu-ni iv, and tlmt they have fled, according to 
am- Liifro accounts, some sixteen miles, and that 
the^uiho'.fcutii people are pursuing them. The 
motions of the Dahomans have been watched most 
thoroughly, by the people of tho smaller towns to 
tb» w s': iv ., d’ of this, and information sent to the 
thief- Ime. On Saturday morning, such intelli- 
gence yv - conveyed as convinced the chiefs of the 
nec('s'i! v of Tm mediately itrrangiug their nffairs f*r 
aelr defence. On Sunday, the war-chiefs formed 
tliur camps in three companies on the walls of the 
town, it became evident, to me, on Sunday e 
ning, Trout the preparations which I saw going 
when returning from Mr -* *- — 


forth their fire upon the advancing enemy, who 
were checked, and could not march straight on. as 
they expected, but extended lines in front of the 
wall. A most furious discharge of muskets took 
place from both sides. The Dahomans, extended 
their lines, expecting to find a weak place to attack, 
and the Egbas extended parallel with them. At 
this stage of the battle, 1 observed a laree mass 
marching-in good order • thcWteck, and I feared 
for ihe retuli ; but they alto extended, strengthen- 
ing their companions. Mr. Bowen, an American 
missionary who lodges in our compound, now joined 
us ; he having' gone out, long before the Dahomans 
appeared, to see what preparations the Kgbas had 
made, and was on the wall at the time of the first 
attack. He encouraged us by his account of the 
firmness of the -Eg bus. Having once been a soldier 
hinfself, he had practical knowledge of warfare in 
abtual service. 

•‘After a time, we observed that the Dahomans 
showed a disposition to retire, and also that the 
Eg ban bud ogtflanked them, and were becoming the 
assailants; setting the gnus on fire to annoy their 
enemies, and firing on toem whenever they could. 
The Dahomans were now evidently retiring, but 
turning about constantly and discharging their mus- 
kets. They retired, after a while, out of our slight ; 
the tiring becoming less and lees. Whilo this was

I fol- 
lowed her to the house of her captor, near my own : 
she was attired in a sort of vest. She spoke to me 
as freely as our ignorance of each other’s language

On returning homu, 1 
heard tli 1 1 they had been seen, and that the ad- 
vanced party of Kgbas (the Abbeokuta people) had 
exchang' d -hots with them- Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
ednic up to see us for a little change, having been 
to long ill: and Mr. Ddiuis, who came on a visit 
torBadngrv, about a week since, also unwell, was 
also with u-. About 1„’ o’clock we heard a rapid 
discharge of tm-uima. I Was in the actof showing 
Tr y interpreter how to form a bullet-mould out ot 
clay, in his house, .when we heard jt. With great 
impetuoMir of manner he called for hi* -son to bring 
bun bis gun, powder and shot, that he might hasten 
to the tight ; and, w,lh extreme difficulty, 1 re- 
strained btUi ; he frequently exclaiming, ‘lcnnot 
bear it;- I ovust listen to the battle.’ He was re- 
strained. however. " My cook, without saying any 
thing, or our knowing of it, took bis gun and ran 
oil aud fought until the D-thomans were retreating, 
and shot in the tight one of the female warriori. - 
A not her confidential' servant riin off in tb^ same 
manner. Having, no arms, he purposed 
tire enemy, if they gave him an opportunity - , 
will, who’ is Mr.' Smith’s interpreter, and was left 
by Mr. Smith lodook after the premises, ran also to 
(lie battle ; all teemed to be beside themsslves. 

•• In order to view the encounter, Mrs. 8milh, 
lira. Townsend. Mr. Deouia sod myself got on s 
high* rock' on our ground, whence, with a telescope, 
we were enabled to view it. The Dahomans ad- 
vanced in compact lines or masses, bearing fill be- 
fi>re them. The tybua endeavored to check them 
jt the ford of the river, bpt were utterly — “* 


as freely as our ignorance of each other a language 
would admit v»f. The Dahomans retired to the ford 
Mr. Bowen returned to the wall as a spectator, and 
told me that he saw a daring feat performed by a 
few of the Egba*. They went und provoked the 
Dahomans to attack them, which they did ; the 
Egbas fled, but suddenly faced about and dis- 
charged their guns with great effect. He thought 
he saw four or the Dahomans .fall, but the smoke 
prevented distinct vision. The Dahomans left raanj 
of their party on the battle-field, the greater part 
of whom were women, and many as prisoner* ; but 
the number we have uot ascertainediwith any cer- 
tainty. 

“The King of Dahomey, as soon as darkness per- 
mitted. fled with two hundred people, leaving the 
bulk of his army to cover his retreat. They were 
too strong to be attacked by the Egbas after a long 
tight, and the Egbas had too little discipline to ex- 
ecute an attack in the night ; but they were har- 
assed, all the night through, by skirmishers, and 
eaily in the morning they decamped in good order, 
followed by the Egbas. They stamped their char- 
acter with infamy, by an ad of great barbarity, be- 
fore retreating. They had taken a number of farm- 
ers, in their murch, prisoners ; but, before leaving, 
they decapitated forty-two or upwards, and carried 
off their heads. Their hands being lied, as captives 
are, nnd many being identified by their friends, 
proved that they were not slain in battle ; twoof 
them were women, and one a boy. I understand 
that the head* were cast away in tho retreat after- 
wards. This King is the monster who calls him- 
self the friend of the white people at Whydah, and 
of the slave-trade ; and by sdeh wars slaves are 
procured. 

•• What would tho members of the Peace Society 
have dono behind tho walls of Abbeokuta, \tith 
these disciplined barbarians advancing in masses 
to the attack? Through mercy theyjiaye been 
repelled ; but many 9 If the Egbas have fallen, and 
many art severely wounded. One of ray people 
came to us. in tho afternoon, begging for some one 
to extract a shot from his shoulder ; it had entered | 
at the tide of the upper part/of the arm, and passed 
about six inches through the flesh outside of the 
shoulder-blade. Mr. Dennis ventured to try.al-' 
though he had never done any thing of the sort be- 
fore ; and, after considerable trouble, cut it out. 
The poor man’s first act, on hearing that it was ouf, 
was to bring himself into an attitude of prayer ; and 
silently he offered up thanks to Ood for his mercy. 
He is doing well. 

" It is supposed that 200 or 300 of the Dahomans 
are lying dead on the battle-field, and many have 
been’ captured. They are retreating in a compact 
body, but in great distress; If they had broken in 
their retreat, scarcely' a man or woman could have 
escaped the Egbas to-day. They are still being 
pursued, but a large number of the Egbas have re- 
turned, worn out by their two days’ exertions. 1 
feel, also, worn out by excitement, and by witness- 
ing and Rearing of so much slaughter and cruelty. 
I am not aware that the Egbas have acted cruelly 
towards their prisoners. 

••’Wednesday, March 5. 
Several persons have returned from the pursuit, 
this morning, bringing the intelligence of a desperate 
encounter, at a town called lshsga, about fourteen 
or sixteen miles from this. The Dahomans endeav- 
ored to enter this town, for rest or pillage, but Were 
resisted. The Egbas came up wffh a strong force 
at the time, and the Dahomans were again driven. 


hope the Dahoman King will fear* a lesson from 
this, and cexae from these btrbsrous wars, for 
which not a shadow of * cause wa* given by the 
Egbas, nor, I suppose, by roost ff the othei towns 
that he has warred against. It a to be hoped that 
the Egbas will not become too b*astful of their 
lorv, and be led into excesses.

The 
Dahoman captives are desperat'j ; there ire throe 
soveral instances of their rising aguinst their cap- 
tors, and slaying them in then own hoises; one 
when he was in the act of giviiw his oapivc food. 

•• The pflQpie treat their prisoners kinefiy, but 1 
fear all these will be killed, unle»s we can prevent it 
by any means. 1 was withJ3agbu» this morning, and 
the subjecTTwas discusaed, 1 protested sgainst i^, 
A meeting was proposed, and 1 . old him that they 
ought not to have a meeting witaout calling me to 
it. The prisoners are, however, privet* property, 
and this may hinder their being killed. 1 feel as- 
sured that the Egbas would exchsnge a captive for 
an Egba slave now in the Dahoman country.”

The above will give you some idea of the kind of 
testimony elicited by Mr. Miller*, examination, the 
publication of which, by the House of Lords, will 
spread before tbe British public information cal- 
culated to do the Republic a vast deal of good.

We often hear exaggerated accounts, on the one 
hand/ of the prosperity and happioeaa of the emi- 
, rra A, ; and on the other, they are represented aa 
soil into abject poverty— faat retapsiog into a aUte 
of barbarism. 1 went to Monrovia, determined io 
tec and examine' for myself; free from all preju- 
dices against Colonisation, and eqaally free from all 
nr* judgment in iu favor. 

Iron ore exiata in large maasee, associated with 
the igneous rock of which Cape Mesurado is com- 
posed. The President- informed me that, twenty 
miles in the interior, ore is found which can be 
beaten out into mslleable iron without the process 
of smelting. The soil is extremely fortile, adapted 
to the culture of almost every tropical production ; 
such ns sugar-cane, coffee, cascade, which yield* 
tapioca, ginger, ground-nuts, pepper, arrow-root, 
and in the interior, rice, -which are or may be arti- 
cles of export. The fruits 1 have seen are oranges, 
bananas, limes, pine-apples, citrons, tour-sop, paw- 
paws, mangoes, plantains, guavas. In addition to 
these, may he produced the garden vegetables of a 
tropical climate. With half the labor required in 
the United States, one can live here far belter ; but 
where the spontaneous productions of the soil are 
so varied and abundant, and the climate so enerva- 
ting as here, the tendenoy is to slotbfulneas of mind 
and hodv. As oxen, horses, mules, or plough* have 
not vet teen introduced to any considerable extent 
IQ agricultural operations, you may imagine it is no 
easy task to clear fifty acre* of land, and prepare 
it for cultivation. Homes will not live on the tea- 
board, though they do well in the interior ; but 1 
have no doubt that their places might bo well sup- 
plied by the elephant, it the people had energy 
eiuAigh to catch and train him. Now we must, in 
justice to the Liberian*, remember that all new set- 
tlements havo their difficulties — want of saw and 
flour-mills, and a final of things which we deem 
indispensable. Besides, many of theae people are 
ignorant, being dependent on the will and direction 
ot others before coming to Liberia, and hence are 
rendered incapable of that self-reliance which se- 
•ure» early success in’ an enterprise of this kind. 
Hut while many of tfle colonists arc poor in body, 
mind, and (-state, compared with white people in 
the United Slates, on the other hand are to be apen 
many intelligent, enterprising persons, far superior 
in character and intellect to thoae whose lot is cast 
among whites. The colonists generally prefer their 

C resent position to that which they held in the' 
injted 'States. There are exceptions, however, as 
Vmight have been expected, for there always will be 
associations clinging around one’s home, that will, in 
a distant land, cause a yearning towards the scenes 
"V childhood. 

The climate has licci) regarded as an objection to 
Liberia. It would he valid against the whites mak- 
ing a lodgment herp, but it is the great safeguard 
of the colored man against the encroachment of 
the white. The statistics show that the number of 
deaths are. three per cent, less than ’fn Baltimore, 
and less than in New-York and Philadelphia, not- 
withstanding all, on their arrival, have to go 
through the process of acclimation ; which, of late 
years has become so mild os scarcely to excite any 
apprehension. • 

I have not yet visited Cape Palma, Bassa Oove, 
•aid other pluces which the colonists have ketlled, 
but have reason to believe that Monrovia is a fair 
type of 'these places. 

Is it for the interest of colored peoplo to emigrate 
from the United States ? To al}/wlio are able and 
disposed to work, who can maintain themselves and 
families in the United States, 1 say, unhesitatingly, 
yes, go to Liberia. The reason is obvious ; you 
can never rise to that position among whites that 
God and nature intended every man should occupy 
nmong his fellows ; for, supposing even that the 
wishes of philanthropists toward the slave and the 
. free colored man to be obtained ; suppose his desti- 
tution of political rights were removed, and ho un- 
fettered in body and intellect, and cultivated in 
Mate ; yet, whije free, he is alill a bondsman ; he 
i* still' held in social inferiority ; for if freedom is 
alikc'lhe prerogative of the white and black, the 
white must be left free to choose his moat intimate 
. social relations, and he never will unite himself with 
a caste marked by such a broad distinction as in the 
two ruce*. Such is the condition in which the col- 
ored man is placed in the United States. 

The effeefof this pressure upon- the colored man 
has led us to regard him as far inferior to the white 
in his physical and mental condition. Now, with- 
-out stopping to discuss the correctness o( this iro- 
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pression, 1 would say to the colored man, goto 
Liberia, where every avenue to distinction is open, 
where you will find a degree of intelligence and 


character far beyond that among your brethren in 
the United Stales or elsewhere, and where, if voo 
are gifted with mind and intelligence, yon may rise 
.to po»is of distinction and wealth. Or, if you have 
a still nobler ambition of employing tbe talent given 
you of God in the ministry of Chnst, you may ex- 
ercise that liberty in all iu fulness. In short, you 
may there become not only a freeman in name, but 
a fieemuu indeed and in truth.

Dear Sir : — It is with groat pleasure that 1 see 
our people from the North emigrating for Liberia, 
for it is such that we want in the Republic, with a 
few exceptions. Yet, if every man of them oan be 
inspired with a spirit of nationality, they will at 
once depart from a land of darkness to them, as ti- 
the prospects of such enjoyments, as every reanon 
able man will admit the colored man in the United 
States is a citizen as much as a white man here, ind 
he will even stand Ute same in political relation* wall 
a people of the American model; therefore I would . 
hare them feel aa I now do about our prosperity 
as a people; for I am persuaded that there w m, • 
never In the world, since time commenced it* vet ci- 
tation*, a nation whose situation excited such. gvn : 
eral sympathy as the African, and likely none for 
whom so much has been done ; and yet they, with 
all tbe advantages of a delightful country, will not 
enjoy the blessings of men ; their prejudices will 
not allow them to investigate the merits of the 
Oofonixation scheme in general, but now and then 
one. I had my prejudices also, and wished fo and 
did regard the Colonixalion plan as a compromise 
with sis vary; bet I am convinced to tlte contrary,, 
for it is in accordance with emancipation principles 
for the Republic of Liberia, a monument of tbe ex* 
pedieaey of Colonisation, affords protection to somc 
100,000 helpless natives, who, under other cir- 
cumstances, would be, in part or whole, a prey for f; 
the slave-dealer. Wherefore, it will appear that 
I Colonisation has struck at the root of the tree, 
by which the whole must finally decay at the 
fountain head, and all the streams will eventually 
dry up; so that, whatsoever may be said of this 
noble bociety.il is the best in the known world for 
the colored man ; for it appears to coincide with 
prophecy to carry out the .designs of Providence' 
iu the return of the exiled sons aud daughters of 
Africa ; and it is an absurd idea to remain in the 
United States for the Lenefil of two or three mil 
lions of persons, who, from these very circum- 
stances, will be obliged to flee from the house of 
bondage, while at the same time there are nioety to 
100,000,000 of heathen to be instructed and 
taught the rudiments of the Christian religion, to 
be redeemed and saved ; and yet, such is the preju- 
dice of my more enlightened brethren in America, 
that they will look with a pitiless eye upon the 
many millions in Africa, while at the same lime 
they affect to hare a sympathy for the 3,000,000 
in America, who arc in -tolerable circumstances, 
their bonds excepted. There their views are cir- 
cumscribed, but here a boundless field opens to 
their fane ^ ; there 'their prospects arc gloomy, but 
here bright and charming ; not os the merchant in a 
distant country, who is glad of the general pros- 
perity, as be will sooner effect his purpose and 
return to his native land, but as a part and parcel, 
yea, members of a republican government, destined 
to assert bis rights among tbe nations of the world. 

If they ahould but return home to Africa, they 
would be enabled to help the Black African Uun 
to throw off his ebatas, and rise and shake his 
mane, and roar that all tbe natittns might hear and 
give audience, end be disposed to help redress his 
grievances.

AFRICAN COLONIZATION. 

Tiie barque Liberia Packet, C apt. Geo. L. Iiowo, I 
sailed on Satunlay from her wharf.at Fell’s Point, 
wjth fifty-six emigiants on board, bound for Mon- 
fovia, Liberia. The number of Tier emigrants -.vita 
expected to have been much larger, but varioua 
cause* combined to prevent the Society from ob- 
taining the number anticipated. A large concourse 
of colored persons assembled on the. wharf to see 
the departure of the barque, ana to bid farewell to 
those who were going out in her. Ofy the wholo 
number of emigrant*, forty-two are from Baltimore, 
and go out as a company formed by tho Rev. Mr. 
Moore, a colored minister who ha* resided in the 
southern section of the city. The remaining emi- 
grants are from Worcester county ,Md., North Car- 
olina, Portsmouth; Va„ and Lynehburg, Vs. 

The Rev. Thomas Fuller and the Rev. Benjamin 
Fuller, of Dorchester county, Md., also go out for 
the purpose of examining into the condition and 
resource* of the country, with the view of report- 
ing thereon to n large number of colored persona 
in that county who purpose emigrating to Liberia. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jobes, whites of Mams, also go out 
as cabin passengers. The barque take* but Httte 
freight th U v oy^ tbe room having bwsa nmsrrcd 


six or eight mites in a roundabout direc- 
tion, and arrived at our starting point at ten. Here 
we found two or three more gentlemen had joined 
our party, and we were soon seated at the table for 
coffee, at which our hostess presided, and were 
wailed upon and fanned by the tame native serv- 
ants as before. # 

Wo breakfasted with our friend the next morn- 
ing, and at three o'clock in the afternoon hoisted 
anchor nnd proceeded on our course. On the 
whole-, / never saw such a beautiful place, viewed 
in its natural aspects, at this tame Sierra Leone. 
Still it i» very unhealthy, and dreadfully hot. 
There are not more than one hundred and fifty 
English jieojAe living there betide * the garrison, and 
this it changed every tie months. Since leaving we 
have had pleasant weather. On my arrival at 
Cnpe Town you may hear from me again.

FUGITIVE SLAVES IK OAK ADA 

Tub Evening Post says : — 

•* Wm. Welts Brown, formerly a slave in the 
United Slates, addresses a very sensible letter to 
the London Times on the condition of the fugitive 
slaves in England. He says, very many of those 
who have been compelled to fly into Canada from 
persecutions, resulting from the late fugitive law, 
are without employment. He eclimatee the num- 
ber of fugitives at tflirty thousand ; and as the* 
people, he aays, are mostly without education, and 
have but little knowledge of the mechanical 
branches, they find many difficulties in the way of I 
getting employment, and thereby earning for them- 
selves an honest living. 

“ Many of these people have, within the last sis 
or eight months, gone to England to seek employ- 
ment, and encounter the same difficulties there as 
in Canada, and consequently soon become a burden 
to the benevolent, or inmates of the ' Unions.’ He 
therefore recommends that provision be made for 
tending such of them m are willing to go to the 
West Indies, to labor in those islands where slavery 
has been abolished, and where a deficiency of labor 
is now experienced." /

In 1847 Liberia announced itself to tbe 
a pec and independent republic, in whioh character 
it has been recognised by, the government* of 
America, Britain, Fjrance, and othere— a ju*t re- 
ward for the unspeakable amount of service it has 
resdered to humanity id its efforts for the suppre*- 
sisn of the slave-trade. Its President, Joseph Rob- 
erts, originally a Virginian slave, visited England in 
the ensuing year, and received many of re- 

K t from the worthy of tho human species. 8tnce 
wo have continued to hear good accqunts 
ol tho country. The people are said to be turning 
tkeir attention more to cultivation than formerly — 


crossing the Mesurado River, only a fow miles 
above the settlement. By evening the whole body 
had encamped to the west, little less than half a 
fmile distant. Silently and sternly did each 
march to his post, and you could read on everjrj 
face, * Give me victory, or give me death.’ An- 
other night went by, and no war-yell brbke the 
stillness of the forest. The day dawns. The 


abour five-and-thirty years a^o, to form themselves 


into i\ society* which should promote the return 
of emancipated negroes to their own quarter of the 
globe, where it was thought they might bo able, to 
some extent, to introduce the intelligence, religion, 
and usages 'of civilized communities among their 
benighted brethren, and form the'most effective of 
battalion* for the repression of the slave-trade, their 1 
constitutions being able to endure climatic influences, 
under which the whites are litre to sink. The re- 
sult has been this Republic of Liberia. The whole 
movement has, .we belieye, from first to last been 
regarded with jealousy, if not hostility, by the 


Abolition party, who saw in it only the dislike of 
white for black, and shut their eyes to the religious 


and philanthropic objects, which were in reality 
alone capable of being promoted to any consider- 
able extent; for of course a serious diminution 
of tbe colored population of America by such 
means is not be expected. W* do not profess to 
know how far this was a reasonable feeling on the 
part ofthe worthy men who are standing up for 
negro rights in America ; but assuredly, whatever 
were the motives of the Colonization Society, the 
consequences of their acts are such as to give them 
no smull ground for triumph. For any thing that 
we can see, their settling of Liberia has been 
the most unexeeptiunably good movement against 
slavery that has evee. taken place. Perhaps it has 
not been the worse, -Jmt rather the better, for that 
infusion of the wisdom of this world, which has dis- 
commended it so much to the Abolitionists.' 

It occurs to us that tbe 'Colonisation Society 
need* no other defense for ita policy >han to point 
to the spirit which has all along animated the black 
jieople who emigrated to Africa. One sentiment, 
that it was worth-while to encounler.all the possible 
hardships and dangers on a foreign strand for the 
sake of ptrftct fretdom, appear* in the whole con- 
duct of these men. They appear to have been 
generally persons of decided piety, and the mis- 
sionary spirit is conspicuous at every atage of their 
proceeding. Not less important as a testimony to 1 
the same effect has been the energetic contention 
which the colonists hare kept np against the slave- 
dealing propensities of the native princes. These 
men fell from lhe first that the Liberian* were ene- 
mies to that traffic whioh gave them their moat 
valued luxuries, and here' lay the greatest difficulty 
which the settlers had to encounter. Their early 
history is a series of martyrdom* visited upon th*m 
by the slave-trade.

At this unguarded mo- 
ment the savages, who had stolen with silent step 
to the very verge of the clearing, and were watch- 
ing with fiendish anxiety every movement of the 
little band, were now stirring for notion. An im- 
mense body suddenly issued from the forest, fired, 
and then rushed forward with horrid yells upon, the 
post. Taken by. sufprise, several of the men were 
killed, while the rest, driven from their cannon 
without Inno to. discharge it, foil back in haste and 
confusion. It is a fearful moment ! If the savages 

f i-ess on, there is no time to rally, and all is lost ! 
nstead of following up their advantages they pause, 
And surround some houses in that direction, to plun- 
der and destroy. Several women and children, 
who, in spite of order* to leave, remained in their 
houses, are now shrieking in tho hands of a. savage 
foe. Mr. Ashman rushed to,tho scene of action, 
and assisted by the determined boldness of Lott 
Cary, rallied the broken force* of tlm settlers. T wo 
cannops were instantly brought into action, double- 
shotted with ball and grape. They did a rapid 
and fearful execution. ’Hie enemy began to recoil. 
Fear seized their ranks. The settlers, seeing their ad- 
vantage, pushed forward, and regained tho lost post. 
Directing their canpon to rake the whole enemy’s 
lind, every shot took effwit ; whi|e Elijah Johnson, 
ut the head of a few musketeers, passed around the 
enemy's flank, and increased their consternation. 
A savage yell echoed through the forest, filling 
every soul with horror. As it died away, the horde 
frll back, and rapidly disappeared among the 
gloomy wilds. In thirty minutes the day is won ! 
God be praisefi! At nin 9 o’clock orders were 
issued to contraot the line*, leaving out a fourth part 
of the houses, and surrounding the rest by a musket- 
proof stockade. As there wa* no safety until it 
was completed, the work was urged on with the 
utmost rapidity ; for no one could tell when or 
where another attack might be made, and it was 
not until the next day that an hour could be spared 
for the burial of the dead." 

Such were the terrible struggle* through which 
Liberia had to pass in order to obtain a footing in 
Africa. On the fid of December the colonists ex- 
perienced another and eeverer attack, which, how- 
«ver, they repelled after an hour and a half of hard 
fighting.

Through 
the mercy of God, I hue no right to complain of 
this country . It is a fine country to thoee w ho wish 
to have iiberly, and enjoy the benefits of freemen. 
If a man is industrious, he tan live here as well as 
he can in the States ; but if ho fa lazy, he cxnnot 
live nowhere in peace. When 1 oame to Lib*ia, 1 
came hero to be a man amougst men. I have 
drawn my land, and built me a house twenty by 
sixteen feet, and cleared eight acre* of land. 1 have

Having passed the Stockton creek, and entered 
the St. Paul’s, we saw no more mangrove marsh. 
The banks of the stream at' this point were p«rhapc 
six or eight feet high r but as we ascended it in ita 
winding course, these rose higher and higher, until 
in some place* they Were at least twenty feet above 
tbe level of the river. 

The scenery was not grand, but licautiful. The 
banks had been generally cleared, farms laid out 
and planted, and comfortable collages erected— not 
exhibiting nature in l#r primitive wildness, but 
blended with cultivation. . • t 

Some of the settlements were so thickly popula 
ted aa to give the appearance of a continued villagc- 
on either side of the river. Most of these dwelling* 
were small, and were of wood, hut some were cither 
built or being pul up of brick, and were about 60 
or 76 yards from the water's edge. 

Wc passed a brick building in Virginia some 00 
to 80 foct in length, and a story and a half high. 
This is the receptacle for immigrant* from the 
United States. We passed several frame houses of 
worship, and others were being rebuilt — one of brick. 

We ascended tbe river to the upper settlement 
(Millsburg) on Friday. Some of our company spent 
the night at White Plains, on the cast side, and 
myself at M„ which is on the wc*t side. 

We were all entertained with a hospitality in 
keeping with the interesting scenery before us. 
Having at 10 A. M. taken leave of our friends, oar 
oompAnr re embarked in our boat, and d ascended 
tbe noble stream— slopping at several settlements 
to visit farms, and to see the operations of tbeir 
industrious managers. We caw Mr. Blacklidge’s 
sugar-cane growing, examined bis mill and boilers, 
and tasted some of his well made sugar. He had 
made and sold 3,000 pound* of it to his fotlow- 
citixens during the previous two months. This 
cane^wa* the growth of tho previous year. He 
thinks he can make as much more from cane still

The emigrant* that came 
to Bexley have done well Those that came from 
New- York last year, in the Edgar, is all living and 
doing tolerably well. Tho*c that came in thql 
Packet is doing the same. One old lady .died, buty 
I believe it wa* old ago— her time bad come. P 
have travelled back in the country, where I crossed 
the St. John'* river four lime* in one day, forty or 
fifty miles btek to the mountains. The land is 
beautiful, and the higher you go up, tho healthier 
it fa. 

I know death fa everywhere, in the Statee as well 
as in Liberia ; but there fa one thing 1 know— that 
God i* everywhere, *11 over the world, and He will 
be a meteiful God to them thnt believe in him, in 
Africa as well as the State*. Tell theni to come 
on ; this is their land ; that they can onjor liberty, 
and nowhere else.

I doubt not be 
would he a good person to do so, for ,he is well 
satisfied now with Liberia. 

Improvements are going on here, aud enterprise 
and industry, I think, are more than ever apparent. 
Religion, too, has iu wholesome effect* upon the 
citixens of the Republic. Piety is encouraged, and 
rice punished. The places of worship are nuraei- 
ous and well attended. There -is a great lack, I 
fear, of Jirst rate common *c bools, it » true, for I 
know of but throe or four itv this county so regu- 
lar and efficient a* they ought to be ; yet We may 
hope .to see thfa lack, 1 think, gradually supplied. 

But few native youths, comparatively, (perhaps 
tom* forty or fifty,) are under regular instruction 
in this county, though many of the Congoes and 
others are adopting civilized hnbiu, and are settled 
long th«f Liberiius, and worship with them in the 
me bouses of God. 

This visit, my dear Sir, i* being profitable to me, 
and I have thus endeavored to give you an impar-

|)tti|»>-f haV she yet served? Or what part have 
the negro race yet played in the great drama of 
human a Hairs ? What part arc they destined to 
j*l >\ j These arc legitimate queries, more dually 
laiscd than answered. 

We perhaps haxard nothing in saying tlutt no 
pi inetpal purpose has yet been accomplished in 
connection with, Africa or the negro race. Subor- 
diitate ttnd incidental purposes have been served, 
l/iit no principal and ultimate purjiose. The most 
probable i conjecture which we can form of Africa 
and her inhabitants is, that they arc held in rtttrvt 
for some great, yet future purpose. We may, 
perhups.-fom.no well-defined conjecture as to 
what this purpose may la*. Fast developments on 
an African soil, and in African, races, have, how- 
o\er, given certain premonitions of what that con- 
tinent shall yet become. Egypt and Carthage 
wne realizations of true human greatness. They 
were pledges of future realisations — the first-fruits 
of a full harvest-. And where shall wo look for 
nobler specimens? In Church and State ; in science 
and the arts ; in all that goes lo bless and ennoble 
humanity.. Africa. ^tts held out indications thnt she 
m n*)t a w hit behind any other portion of the globe. 
No limit has shown greater capabilities of veil for 
thy >iipi\trl t'f a vast population; none lms indi- 
rated* richer mineral wealth, and no race l}aa exhib- 
it.,! greater capabilities of a high state of advance- 
ment, than certain -African- races. African states- 
men, philosophers, artists, warriors, divines, have 
nobly compared w illi those of other nations. Chris- 
tianity has nowhere hud brighter ornaments or 
mure, able defenders than in Africa. We need 
but repeat -names already referred to — the well- 
known 'names of Cyprian, Bishop of Carthage, 
^Augustine, of Hippo, or the truly illustrious pre- 
late?, of Alexandria, nr Ofigen, a presbyter of the 
? atip: city. These were mighty men for the truth; 
ami the world has, perhaps, nowhere else had bet- 
ter examples of Christian piety. 

. In ell <v held in reserve for tome future purpose. 
A far-s.-eing Providence is wont to rnako such pro- 
vision- for the accomplishment of future purposes. 
Age- often past before the>e purpose* transpire. 
Cod -rivaled this globe of ours for tile habitation 
<f man. and for the great and lasting purposes 
which he would achieve for and through man; yet 
for' unknown ages the earth remained “without) 
form and void," before it received its. human ton- 
•ants, or its destined purposes begau to be accom- 
plished. And bow strangely since have different 
portions of the world been held back from accotn- 
}«li*hing their destined end! During indefinite 
ages, the whole American continent remained 
• sean-i-ly more than a roaming-ground for the In- 
dim. or n gnuing-field for the buffalo. Indeed, 
.lai^i- portions of America, and also of the eastern 
'continent, seem, till quite a reepht dale, to have 
Ins a covered with water. There are unmistakable 
U . - that the great and fertile Valley of the Mia- 
pi, and also nytny other large und, at present, 
beautiful alluvial*, both in the new and the old

i t 1. ke. As human affairs have advanced, as the 
v.-ir,:* of tlte'wot Id have demanded more room, tbe-j 
ah m .ius-of the. sea have retired, und the habitable 
p i v- of the earth have been enlarged.

f. i. -ts have then given wny before tbs mark of) 

. civili/. it ion, and the wild tenaula of the woods have

in. in. The American continent lias scarcely begun 
. to fulfil it# appointed mission. Some forty mil- 
!i,,n> ( and scarcely one half of these civilised men) 
hold po.- session of all North America — a territory 
sufficiently latge and productive to sustain, twice 
told, the entire present population of the globe. 
And South America, a territory capable of tut- 
t i tiiug as many more, is scarcely more than roam- 
in ground for twenty millions of people. We 


expect that, in the fulness of time, these mat 
reserved territories, cad the exhaastfeoa, yet, till 
now, mostly unemployed resources of these coun- 
tries, shall be brought into requisition in the service 
of the great King. 

And not only are large portions of the present 
dry land thru belt} in reserve for future use, (non 
mere moral wastes,) but Urge portions of dry land 
evidently remain to bo ores ted. The hebitahle 
world is yearly enlarging. Other Urge section*, 
yet to be the habitations of vast multitudes of the 
human race, are to be reclaimed from the ocean. 
Old Neptune U to yield up yet more of his do- 
mains to the oenseleas aggressions of civilisation 
and Christianity. Bound in his adamantine chains, 
he waits the iat of hh Ood, when he shall sur- 
render thorn to the insatiate demands cf an *11- 
controlling Providenoe, who, unhindered, works 
out the stupendous problem of human salvation.. 
When the mandate oomes, they Will appear— 
appear the moment they shall be needed. Coni 
insects, countless millions of God’s mighty archi- 
tects, are at work in the Pnoifie Ocean, forming a 
new and vast continent. When, in the progress 
of the Divine purposes, it shall be needed, it shall 
appear. When sin shall so diminish and disease 
bate it* ravages— when Death shall so lose his 
dominion over man as to fill the world with a popu- 
lation immensely greeter than its present number 
of inhabitants, s new western continent will be 
needed. And it will be reudy. It U in the course 
of a rapid preparation. Wo shall then be able to 
answer the question muoh more intelligibly than 
we now can, why so Urge portions of the earth’s 
surface are covered with water ? not because so 
largo a proportion of water U neeeetary, either 
rightly to balance the earth, or to supply the 
clouds with vapor, or. to facilitate intercourse be- 
tween the nations, but because God adopted this 
method to hold in reserve territories which he 
would afterwards use for human habitation. 

Or, in like manner, we might have said our 
world, .in it* past and in its present condition, is 
held in reserve for s future purpose. AU as yet 
been preparatory. Incidental and subordinate 
purposes have been fulfilled ; but po direct and 
ultimate purpose. It has, for the moat part, been 
given up to waste and to desolation— surrendered 
to Satan, the god of thisVorld, that it may first be 
seen what «» can do in so fair and rich a world ns 
this. With just exception enough to keep all par- 
lies nppittZd of ih. eUi-M purxtfMflft of the 
rightful King and Proprietor, the " god of this 
d " lms had all things in h|s own wny. God 
has fulfilled, in respect to this world, none of his 
final purposes. He is preparing agencies, gather- 
ing resources, accumulating materials for n grand 
and final consummation. But the Devil is allowed 
first to employ all his agencies and applinneet ; and 
when he shall have signally und finally failed, the 
Lord will make bare his arm — will take to himself] 
his. great power, vindicate his own cause, und wrest 
from the hand of the usurper the wealth, the 
power, the learning— till the rich and varied re- 
sources of the world, und will employ them in the 
furtherance of his own benevolent designs. 

Africa is oue of the most notable of these reser- 
vations. From century to century has she lain as 
a dark cloud on the horison of the world’s history. 
Many a nation has emerged from a kindred dark- 
and run ita destined career. Africa has slept 
beneath the black drapery of her own protracted 
night. Solemn and mysterious has been her sleep. 
But we look that she shall yet awake ; that she 
shall rise in her giant strength, put on her ari 
and when the day of the world’s redemption shall 
come, she shall stand in her lot, washed and clothed 
in the whit* robe.

Mr. Forms, of the British eervioe, hat pub- 
lished journals of two visit* to the King of Utho- 
mey, end residence at hh capital in the yean 1844 
and 1-880. From an account of this work ill Iks 
Missionary Record are derived the following parti- 
cular* of this satage people.

Dakomey a military and slave-kuuting ndtioa.—

and could the King be persuaded to give no this 
infamous traffic, it would cease along nearly the 
whole northern const of Africa. The popuWion 
of Dahomey doe* not exceed 200,000, of wlfoh 
not more than 80,000 are free. The regular array 
consists of 14,000t and of these, 8,000 are Aim* 
1 soldiers, trained to warlike eierois*. 


Tus slave-trade on the coast of Africa is nearly 
extinguished. North of the equator, for the dis- 
tance of twenty-five hundred miles along the coast, 
the slave-trade haa been nttarly extinguished, with 
the exception of that carried on at Lsooe, Porto 
Novo, and another factory on the Slave Coast. In 
fact, the whole trade on the western coast of Africa 
is now confined to these three points, and eight or 
ten factories in the Congo country, occupying n 
line of coast of lees than three hundred miles in 
length.

I’liey have thus a pecuniary interest in these bloody 
expeditions. The months of August and Septem- 
ber are occupied in serving out ammunition, and in 
preparing for war. The King then “ makes a cus- 
tom to the memory of his father, which generally 
month.”

estate, in their first annual report, we fear that the 
annuities for which he made so ample provision 
will not be realized ay an early day. . 

The modesty of the executor* in charging 2 J 
per cent, upon the whole estate, and then claiming 
tof exclude their fellow-executor* from any partici: 
■ p.xlion in the handsome sum of 162,000 thus 
claimed, is marvellous. 

We hope oUr friend, the senior editor of the 
Christian Statesman, will not suffer himself thus to 
he cut off from the handsome compliment intended 
for him by the testator. Wc know he richly de- 
serves it, and, judging from a slania of poetry 
italicized in tho Statesman, suppose that he will 
think it a debt worth claiming. 

Since writing the above, the Statesman of Nor. 
8th has come to hand, with an editorial notion of 
the report and claim of the local executors. We 
cannot believe the courts will allow the claim, and 
treat the absent executor* with so much injustice. 

The public interest in this vast succession induces 
us to observe all the various proceedings in the 
progress of its settlement'. Wo note, therefore, the 
filing of the account of the last year's administra- 
tion of this estate by the acting testamentary exe- 
cutors, Christian lloseliui, F. B. D’Aquin, W. K. 
Leverich and A. D. Crossman. The executors 
state that all Mr. McDonogh's property remains in 
kind, none having been sold ; but they propose to 
sell *2 16,000 of tho bonds of the First Municipality, 
for the purpose of raising a fund to pay the debts 
of the estate. They also claim compensation to the 
exclusion of the non-resident executor*. The cash 
receipts of the estate *lnc« December 2 amount to 
*40,070 75, and the renta and insurance to 647,016; 
totnl receipts, 688,005 75. The execute* have 
paid out. for charges ngainst the estate, 650,851 25. 
The largest items paid are for notarial and attorneys’ 


upon their shipping in the ports and seas of Brasil 
to place their coasting-trade under the protection 
of a foreign flag. There can be no doubt that the 
United State* is the nation whoso protection they 
would invoke, and but little that their request 
would be granted. 

We have been surprised at some acts of violsoce 
alleged to hare been perpetrated by the British 
| “cruiser* on the Brasilian coast upon coasting ves- 
tals ; and, unwilling to credit them, have looked 
for an explanation. It would appear by tha extract 
above, from an English paper received by the hut 
steamer, that the faets are not denied. We cer- 
tainly can imagine no greater insult to an independ- 
ent nation^ nor grosser injustice to individual rights, 
than is alleged in these cases ; and we may be 
thankful if it dost not cause such a reaction against 
tha late poliey of the BrasOkn Government as will 
ra-open the almost extinguished alave-trade. The 
petty tyranny of British naval officer* chiefly pro- 
voked the war of 1512, and aaem* to be inherent 
in the class. _

James be absolutely ignorant of what takes 
place in these settlements, let us hope that this 
information will reach it, and that it will take sueh 
measures as to prevent the wbrld from saying that 
English philanthropy is merely a lie."— Ckwtrew 
Statesman.

This ia only one of the numerous case* of Under 
and conscientious regard of owners to the wvlfhre 
of the poor oolored peoplw under tear care. 

In a lato meeting of the Bynod of Virguia at 
Alexandria, Rev. Wm. McLain stated that ths 
great system of Afrioan Colonisation never stood os 
so elevated ground throughout Ike country and the 
world as at present. He alluded also to the fact, that 
in the last year there had been extraordinary religions 
interest in Monrovia, and that the tendency of the 
whole scheme was onward and upward. There can 
now bo rto longer any reasonable apposition mode 
to the plan for an Ebony line of ateamera. not in- 
deed on that immepse scale proposed at tbs last 
session, but on a modified plan, such as might be 
adopted on the suggestions of those who have mads 
themselves best acquainted with the elements of 
commercial intercourse between this oountry and 
Africa.

*able. In visiting New-Englaod recently. I have 
been both surprised and delighted at seeing the 
great numbers of intelligent females engaged in 
taiehing. I hare no doubt that the requisite 
number might be readily obtained for the Orphan 
Asylum. Indeed, I am fully satisfied, from appli- 
cations already made to me, of this fact. 

IK. In order to the success of this enterprise, 
the following points mast be attended to ; 1. Then 
should be an association formed in thi* country— 
and no place is *o good ax Philxdelnhia for iu 
establishment and support. It would be of th« 
first importance that the operation of the associa- 
tion should in no way affect the present current 
receipts for Foreign Missions. It might be eompos»-d 
of ladies. The funds, when collected, to be for 
warded, through a proper offioer, to the treaaurei 
of the Foreign Gommlttee. Eight, hundred to otu 
thousand dollars would be necessary to erect a 
suitable building for the institution. 

I. Three ladtee would be necessary to carry on 
tbe institution effectively, one being of course tbe 
principal. The ladies should have known each 
other beforehand, and be perfectly congenial. Thi* 
k of the very first Importance, in a situation where 
there will be so much of mutual dependence for 
sympathy and kind offices. The ladies would con 
atituto a part of the Protestant Episcopal Mission 
at Cape Palmas, and be responsible to it. Their 
iyalaries should be from 6250 to $300. 
f 8. P rov is ion should be made for the support of 
ten orphan girts at 650 each per annum. Perhaps 
a lew sum would be sufficient ; oerteinlv less, if, as 
probably would be the ease, the clothing should 
be pre p med in thk country. The girls of course 
should he entirely under the control of their in 
Mroctore and the mission. Beside* the ten orphan 
boarders, tbe lsdiee of the institution might very 
weH receive and mm tract as many or more day- 
eeholaie from the better families of the colony, 
which have at present ao'meens of securing a good 
education for their children. 

4 Regular reports should be sent by tbe prin 
eipal ef tee institution to the association supporting 
it in thk country. Of ooerse similar reports would 
he rendered to the ecclesiastical authorities of the 


Having thus stated the measures necessary to 
le emcees of our proponed institution, I would in 
volte the oontinuettan of the same kind interest in 
r paper already manifested in iu behalf, and 
I be ever ready myself to advance, so far as 
pcoaiuk, an object eo important.

We oan cordially 
commend it for ite tone and discriminating justice, 
while its style and acquaintance with facta evince a 
practised Writer and a careful and impartial inves- 
tigator. lVrbapa, in the present feverish excite- 
ment upon tlii* topic in certain neighborhoods, it 
demanded some boldness, ud a strong love of 
truth, to admit so fair aa exposition of the whole 
question of slavery in this country, ud therefore 
wc most cheerfully award the meed of our praise 
4o this laudable and patriotic article. 

It is q-ite beyond our power to cOpy the whole 
Jlhirty-nine pages of the. Review ; but, at the risk of 
"injuring much of the force of the facta ud reason- 
ing by breaking their connection; we^subjoin u 
extract or two, aa a specimen of the spirit ud bear- 
ing of an essay, the perusal of the whole of which 
would a (ford instruction ud gratification to every 
one i>o**essed of liberal and -national views on this 
vexed subject, whether they hail from the Northern 

• or Southern extreme of our Republic. 

•• It is conceded on all buds that the right to 
legislate in regard to llaveiy belongs exclusively to 
tho individual States in which that institution exists. 
Each State has the right to abolish slavery within 
its own borders, and no other State it permitted to 
interfere with its. action. The General Government 
may admit it into or exolude it from the Territorto 
which belong to it, but its authority ceases wbu 
the Territories become States. This single /act, 
without reference to any lliing else, shows that the 
direct power, both of the General Government ud 
of the free States, over slavery, is confined within 
very narrow .limits. Instead of the several States 
deriving from the Union authority to interfere with 
one another's domestic institutions, the organic law 
by which they are united excludes thtm from such 
interference, and at the same time relieves them 
from a corresponding responsibility. 

“ There is, however, a limitation of our power 
over slavery, far more invincible than uy imposed 
by arbitrary laws or treaties, growing out of the 
manner in which it is wrought into the general 
framework of our institutions. Putting aside all 
questions which relate to the origin ud character 
of slavery, and viewing it simply under iu present 
aspects, the prominent fact which strikes one is, 
that it implies a certain condition of society- 
stage of civilisation in which all, whiles aa well 
blacks, are implicated. Were negro slavery, as 
. seems sometimes to be thought, a mere excrescence 


the surface of society, something exceptional 
d alien to its general structure, it might with 
comparative ease be removed. But, instead of its 


tiring an exceptionable excrescence, it is an essential 
and controlling element in the whole social organi- 
zation of the Southern people. It penetrates 
through and gives color to iu organisation. All 
the. luws of the South, its customs, iu industrial 
pursuits, iu social habits, are modified by slavery. 
The education, both of home and school, the notions 
of what constitutes hu honorable position, the re- 
sped paid to labor, the condition of the church, the 
moral estimates of the true ends of life, are all, 
more or less, determined by it. In different way* 
its influence is equally decisive oa the condition of 
the slaveholders, the non-slaveholders, and the 
slaves. The whites need to go through a training 
for freedom scarcely less than the blacks. The 
m .inter is as much fettered to one end of the chain 
iu the slave to lit? other ; and it would be difficult 
to say which is least prepared for emancipation. 

“ it is obvious that to reconstruct the whol^ fa- 
bric of society— which is what is implied iu any 
w ise method of abolishing slavery — can never be 
4lu> work of h day. Had the slaves been introduced 
a few years ago into a community whose industrial 
habits and social judgmenU and moral feelings had 
been formed under free institutions, they might be 
suddenly removed, and the transient void, soon 
tilled, would scarcely be observed. Blit to change 
the organic life of ten millions of people, to ohnnge 
institutions and ideas rooted in the past and wrought 
into all the customs of common life, must, at best, 
be a very slow nnd gradual process.. To expunge 
slavery from the statute-book would to the least 


had bom trained up from barbarism undsr % the 
restraints «f slavery.’’ 

“ The moral sense of the world demands of the 
South, not that it shall abolish slavery ia a day or 
a year, but that it shall show, by soma decided 
action, that an institution which it confess 
the slave ia a low, debased, and inferior state, 'it 
does not intend, because of its profitableness, nor 
I for any won but the direct necessity, to he a per- 
' maneat one. Were the Southern States, with a 
prospective view to emancipation, to adopt acme 
effective plan by which to educate the blacks for 
the duties of freedom ; were they thus, In some 
proper method and by intention, preparing them 
for its ultimate enjoyment— though the proccea of 
training the clave for freedom were as long as that 
which has accustomed him to the habits of bond- 
age— it woe Id be felt that they were meeting, aa 
can be done in no other way, the responaibiUtto of 
their position.” 

" If slavery is ever done away by hums 
unless it be through revolution, insurrection, nnd 
civil war, it must be hy Southern mea ; and the odv 
persons who have any direct influence for good 
over thb matter, and who can be expeoted volun- 
tarily to exert that influence, ere the. Southern 
friends of emancipation. Any Northern method 
of.agitaliug the question of slavery which overlooks 
this point, must be fatally erroneous. We fear that 
it baa.been overlooked, and already with very mis- 
chievous results. We have never heard any man 
acquainted with tho South doubt that the feeling ia 
regard to the abolition of slavery has within the 
last few years undergone a very great change. 
Whatever important ends slavery agitation at the 
North biay have accomplished, it has purely! 
and struck dumb the Southern friends of freedc 
Fifteen or twenty yeare ago, large Humbert, In all 
parts of the South, for different reasons and in dif- 
ferent degrees, looked with dulike on slavery, and 
with fnTor on whatever tended towards iu removal. 


nnd easiest thing required— far easier, certainly, 
than to legislate into tho minds of whites or blacks 
the ideas which belong to free institutions. Were 
legal slavery abolished at the South, it would pro- 
bably be centuries before it could be abolished 
from the Southern mind. Even at the North, the 
black, though equal with the white before the law, 
is as f ir as ever from having vindicated for himself 
unv position of sociul equality. In England, in 
spite of affinities of race, color, and general equality 
nt culture, eight centuries have hardly effaced the 
distinction between Norman and Saxon, aod still less 
that between Saxon and Celt. And thus far, all 
experiments in emancipation, whbh have left the 
n.-gro in the same country with his former master, 
ahmv how nearly impossible it is for eithtr party to 
overcome the barriers of nice, and caste, ami color, 
and historical association, nnd for them to meet 
each other on equal terms. 

••The slaves of the South are, comparatively, 
not only a civilised, people, but we doubt if, in the 
whole history of mankind, a single example can be 
adduced of a race of men starting from such a depth, 
of moral degradation and barbarism, and iu a cen- 
tury and u half making so vast an advance in eivil- 
ixation. This progress has been owing, aia we 
believe, in no small part to the fact of their being 
slaves. Through this relation they hare been 
brought iuu> clone contact with a superiir race, 
under circumstances of restraint and excitement 
which have compelled them to abstain from somei-i 
of the most debasing vicee. lb form habite of iadus- 1 1 
try. and which have l«d them to catch rapidly the 
social, moral, and religious ideas of their masters.

Samuel J. May, chairman of n committee Appointed 
at the annua) meeting of the American Anti-Slavery 
Soeirty in May last, " to ascertain, aa far aa prac- 
ticatie, the number of 1 fugitives’ in Canada, their 
places of refuge, their condition and proi 
to. ; from whioh we make the following 

taming statements, the truth of which we have 

reason to doubt, especially ns they come from 

i or the most intelligent, though ultra abolition- 

buih this oountry. While, according to ibe report 
of Mr. May, •• a few of those who have been several 
yews there have acquired wealth, the many are, in 
straitened circussatanoee, and are engaged- for the 
moat part ia m en i a l services and we apprehend 
that, nnder the most favorable circumstances in 
whioh colored persona oan be situated in Canada, 
as well as jd -our own country, the greater part of 
them will to obliged to oagage in menial services 
in order to pfoesre the necessaries of life. And 
in ease the influx of colored immigrants into the 
Canadas shall oontinue aa great as it haa Wen 
during the past year, we apprehend that the “des- 
titution nod suffering” and “absolute starvation” 
will to vastly augmented, notwithstanding all the 
“ aid and oomforl’ of sympathising friends in the 
United State*. What then is to be done ? Where 
oan th* toe colored people of this country find a 
if* asylum, a country, and a home, in which they 
w fully enjoy the privilege* of freedom and tlio 
leasing* of independence T We answer, nowhere 
-j> the faoe of lh« earth, except in the land of their 
forefatliera— a Imd whieh Providence has olearly 
interdicted to ths white race, and in which, conse- 
quently, the mas of oolor haa nothing to fear tom 
the rivalry of a rsoe that will for ever be in his way 
in every part of the western continent. 

“ 1 shall probably give, in another artiole, 
more extended account of the condition and pros- 
pects of the colored population in the Canadas. I 
will here only add, that those who have Milled in 
the cities are is very much the same condition tbat 
wa find them is and* about our oitieain these North- 
ern States. A few of thoee who have been several 
years there hare acquired wealth. The many nr* 
m straitened circumstance*, and are engaged for 
the most partin menial services ; very few, Ifltny, 
[excepting reeent comers, suffering extreme Want. 
[Those colored persons who have Milled In the 
country, especially thoM who have been able to 
procure land, are generally comfortable. 8ome of 
them are thriving farmers. In those places where 
the fugitives, since last September, have principally 
congregated, there has been n great deal of destitu- 
tion and suffering ; in some few instances, absolute 
Starvation. During the warm sowon, all have toen, 
for the tims being, somewhat relived ; but on the 
approach of the coming winter, there is reason to 
apprehend a recurrence of scenes of misery — cer- 
tainly if th* fresh fugitivM shall generally go to the 
same places whither thoee of the lsst year went. 
Thu they will to wry likely to do, a* th* access to 
thoM plates will to found easier than to others leas 
frequented. 

“ To provide for the wants of tbs many who 
have torn able during the passing summer U> do no 
more then earning their dally bread, and still mote i 
for the wants qf such as may reach that land of 
freedom after the cold season shall have com-' 
menced, it is absolutely neoesaary that generous 
oontribetiona should to pud*, especially of warm 
body Md bed -clothing.

MU can live too easy. Tto most of tto neoes- 
sariee, and very many of th* luxuries, when planted, 
produce from season to season without further 
labor. Throe hours’ labor out of twenty-four will 
produce more nnd totter crops in Sinou county 
than a good Md faithful day’s work, from daylight 
until dark, in mv part of the United States that 
ever I was in, and I believe that I have been in 


the States, except a few in New-Eagland.

see what can induce any free oolored man to remain 
■laving and toiling in the United States, In a de- 
graded and inferior position, when he oan go to*te 
land of his oarn, hold his head up as high as hi* 
fellows, and with them store is ml tto benefits at 
just laws, rights, and privileges. They may take 
my honest word for.it. If they will eonunue indus- 
trious habite for a few yean in Liberia, they oan 
accumulate enough of this world's goods to support 
themselves and their families the rest of their lives 
in pesos, comfort, aod plenty.

Win Inis Africa been restretd f Why hal a 
continent of such extent, of such resources, of auck 
stupendous' capabilities, been so long kept back ? 
—•What is the destiny of this mysteriouj Africa ? 
We can speak with no prophetic ken ; we may be 
able to form no probable conjecture ; yet the idea 
wilt cling to us. that the Hand which 1ms formed 
nothing iii vain, has purposes to answer through 
the African continent, which have as yet but feebly 
entered into (Hie mind of man, or been but faintly' 
indicated by the course of Providence towards that 
singular portion of the globe. The aborigine* of 
5 America, of Asia, and many islands of the sett, 
se«m d 1 -lined to dteindle and disappear before the 
v encroachments of a more civilised race. Japhcth 
dwells in' the tents of Shera. He' takes possession, 
dispossesses "the old occupants, and becomes himself 
a permanent resident. But not so among the sons of 
*• Ham. While they may dwell with the Anglo-Sax- 
ons, serve them, and in their turn derive from them 
most substantial 'bom-tits, ret neither the Anglo- 
Saxons nor any other branch of the family of f Ja- 
' pheth' may. dwell .in the tents of Ham. An impass- 
able barrier is set about Africa, a snnutnry cordon 
drawn about her. If the white man pass it, he 
wilt soon si.-ken and die. The climate of Africa in 
general- h is, to a very great extent, settled the 
■ question that Africa* is not to be, like North Amer- 
ica, another vast urea open to the expansion of man 
in tin- Anglo Saxon type. What then? We look 
for a di llerent destiny for Africa ; but wlmt shall it 
be? Other races- dwindle under oppression, and 
end in extermination ; but there is no dwindling of 
the African race. Though forty millions of her 
sons have been feloniously extracted from her by 
the ruthless hand of slavery, apd a vastly' greater 
number by the villanous means used to ensnare 
Ler people and reduce them to bondage, yet there 
seems no tendency to diminution. Place the negro 
v. here \<iu will, and he will multiply and fill the land. 

The past history of Africa would seem to justify 
at least the opinion that, whatever is to be her 
destiny, that destiny is to be wrought out by 
herself, by her own men and resources. She 
may not be an exception to the general rule that 
nations are ad\. meed Jby migrations, wars, com- 
merce, civilisation, and, more than all, by pure reli- 
gion, yet in the case of Africa, the mode is, in 
mariV respects, reversed. Instead of another and 
1 1 more advanced race coming to her, her sons are 
/involuntarily carried to them, there to live in 
•. "durnn.ee vile,” -till permitted to return, through 
their offspring, to bless their own unhappy land. 
Instead of wars waged upou her by other nations, 
uud the victors unfurling there the standard of a 
higher miibnul life, she has waged the pa oat ruinous 
wnrvon herself; and yet these war* hare been 
. rouie iTie first links, which, though dark and bloody 
in the beginning, shall be bright and blissful in the 
end. Africa has had a comment, but it haa been 
a commcrce'ih the flesh' and blood of her own sons 
.and daughters, und this traffic- has engaged in its 
prosecution, all the worst passions of men ; yet, this 
very traffic is being strangely overruled by llim 
who biings good out of evil, to the great good of 
this unhappy continent. ■ ( 

Wo ah ill ussume —and hope to make the asajtmp- 
lion wear the ■ face of probability— tliat Africa is 
reserved for lh« development of u higher civiliza- 
tion and a better type of Christianity than the 
world has yet seen. There is nothing in the pres- 
ent condition of Africa, and certainly there haa 
been nothing in her past condition, which makea 
, such a supposition absurd; certainly no more 
absurd than it would have appeared to an intelli- 
gent Egyptian in the days of Seaoslris, had he been 
told that the illiterate wanderers of Grange. to whom 
Cadmus was then attempting to make known the 
. letters of the Phoenician alphabet, ebonld prodnee 


a Plato, an Aristotle, and all for which Greece was 
so justly famed. The preaent condition of the 
Grebo, the Foulah, or the Berber, is not more 
hopeless than that of the ancient Greek. Nor it 
there any thing iaUhe poaition of Africa, in her sail 
or climate, which precludes our supposition. Or, 
is it not quite as likely that Africa will yet produce 
a higher order of civilisation, and a better type of 
Christianity ; that her sons shall get astonish the 
world, and blesa the Church with a rich inheritance 
of great and gdod men, and with fhstitutions which 
are the glory bf any people, as it was that the 
ancient Britora should do it ? Yea, it is much more 
likely. For neither the Greeks nor the Britons had 
ever shown, as the Africans hare, their capabilities 
of that higher civilisation which they afterwards 
realised. 

_We have a guaranty in what Africa has doue for 
what she may do. Native Africans have shown 
themselves masters, as already intimated, in every 
sution and avocation in life, in every art and sci- 
ence, in genius and eminent talent,' in qualities 
intellectual or physical, and in moral and religious 
character. The past history of Afrioa leaves no 
doubt of the abstract capabilities of Africans to 
become the highest t/pe of man. Whether in war- 
I riora or statesmen, philosophers or divines, Afrioa 
has shown herself equal to the exigences of any 
ppsl age. This we may receive as a' pledge that 
she shall not be found wanting wheu her sons shall 
be called to act in a more advanced age. Her 
preaent degradation and the inferiority of her races 
present no argument against her equality to any 
other portion of the human family. Her preaent 
degradation and evident inferiority is most obvi- 
ously a result of circumstances simply, of cxtenjpl 
causes, and not of any inherent and original inca- 
pacity ; u result, perhaps, of the malediction of 
Heaven. It is at least the fulfilment of some wise 
and inscrutable purpose of the King of nations, and 
argues nothing as to what the same race may 
become under other circumstances, and under the 
benediotion of Heaven. 

Wo haveThdled Africa tho land of Ham, and we 
shall undertake to show that not onlyjs this myste- 
rious continent a land kept in reserve for some great 
future realizations in the progress of the Hedeemer’s 
kingdom, but that there remains a blessing in reserve 
for the poor down-trodden sons of Ham. Shorn has 
largely and for a long time shared In the rioh bene- 
dictions of Heaven. Up to the advent of the mediato- 
rial King, the descendanta of&hem were the favored 
race. Religion dwelt 44ith them. Here were the 
patriarchs, the prophets, the living oraches of God, 
the city and temple where God chose to piece his 
name and to reveal his glory. Here were the rev- 
elations of Heaven by types and shadows, dreams 
and visions. But since the advent of the great 
Reality, the embodiment of old truths in the more 
practical form of Christianity, the ark has passed 
from the tents of Shem to the tabernacles of Ja- 
pheth.

MISSIONS IN ST. HELENA 

On Sunday morning, the 10th inst., the Rev. 
•J. McGregor Bertram,- of St. Helena, delivered a 
highly interesting address on the missionary worth of 
that island, in the Presbyterian church, comer of 
Houston and Thompson streets, New-York. Mr. 
Bertram having designed laboring among the na- 
tions of 8quth Africa, had spent some time at the 
Cape of Good Hope. 1 While there, a young man, 
a native of St. Helena, who had come to the Cape 
to carry on his business; became a Christian, when 
he presented the claims of the island to the churches 
at the Cape as a missionary field. St. Ueiena is a 
rock in mid' ocean, I860 milea from the Cape of 
Good Hope, 2600 mile* from Rio Janeiro, 1200 
from the African coast, and 000 from the island of 
Ascension, and with its lofty and precipitous cliffs 
rising from 500 to 2000 feet in height, it is like a 
vast rock in the sea. . Yet, though forbidding in 
iU approach, on entering the harbors, and pene- 
trating into the valleys, the most delightful climate, 
the most lovely valleys and landscapes, and the 
moat romantic pictures of natural beauty are to be 
met with, probably unsurpassed in any part of the 
world. The island is about thirty miles in circum- 
ference, and from nine to -ten in diameter. The 
population is about 7500, and is composed of 1500 
whites, 1000 liberated Africans, rescued from slave- 
ships, and 5000 natives, who are a mixture of Por- 
tuguese and Africans early introduced in the bril- 
liant period of Portuguese discovery and navigation. 
They are ignorant and degraded, and were with- 
out any knowledge, without the idea of a soul or of 
a God, until they were Uaght by the miaaioanry. 
Being three fourths colored, they had been enslaved 
by the whiten, until the glorious period of British

Our last quarterly report communicated to you 
the distressing condition of our mission in the north- 
ern part of South Africa. At present we can 
only give you a few more particulars in regard to 
the development of its circumstanced. What has 
become of our northern stations, Rehobolh, 
8chroelen’s Verwachtina, (Expectation,) New-Bar- 
men, Otjimbingue, ana Bchcppmansdorf, we are 
unable to say. Our superintendent, Mr. Zahn, at 
the end of April, 1851, had not received any spe- 
cial information from our brethren there since the 
middle of September, 1830. Alarming rumors 
were still afloat. Mr. Zahn has attempted to obtain 
information from the north by mcass of an express 
which he has sent thither ; and wo hope to receive 
(which may God grunt!) good news by the next 
mail from Cape Town. 

Mr. Knudson left Bethany hI the end of last 
year; and he ha* gone provisionally to Wupper- 
thal. But wo do not intend to continue him there ; 
and orders have already been despatched to him to 
return.again to the mission among the Namaquas. 
Mr, Samuel Zahn has succeeded in establishing 
another station called Bcerebeba, a few daya’ jour- 
ney from Bethany, with the aid of tho Namaquas 
at Guldbmndsdalen ; and Mr. Kronlnn, who landed 
at Cape Town April 10th, intends to proceod to 
Beeraheba, in order to assist this faithful brother, 
or, if possible, to establish another sution among 
the Namaquas. Our South Afrioa mission haa met 
with no other seribua disturbance. Even at those 
two sution* which' were most in danger, in the 
Karrcc Mountains, among the Kaffir* and Bnatards, 
our woik prospers, as you will see with pleasure 
in the last number of our report*.

Foa some <>»• Ah vie nas tn-vu beld a sc.i** ut 
meeting*, on the part of a small number of th^free 
colored population of New-York, to consult upon 
somo organization for their own benefit. 

Recognizing tho very natural odium which any 
connection with tho Colonisation Society would 
enable tbeir enemies to cast upon them, we have 
cheerfully. avoided all active participation. 

Having received a circular contouring the articles 
agreed upon by tho association, and. hoping that no 
harm may come of noticing it in the Colonisation 
Society, we venture in -this number to make a 
record qf the movement. 

A correspondent of the Pittsburgh Gazette in 
Oct olier, in reference to it, uytde the following re- 
mark* : f 

"Our colored population have at length taken 
the initial step towards relieving themselves of the 
ban under which they are placethLy residence near 
a while race. At a large and highly respectable 
assembly, after much uirefhl examination, it waa 
determined to form an association, having for its 
object the assistance ..of emigrants to the Republic 
of Liberia, as suggested by the very able letter of 
Mr. Lntrobe, of Buflimorc, which, it is gratifying to 
see, has at last received the attention and appro- 
bation of- the colored population. The colored 
people must succeed in this new scheme, approved 
as it is by reason nnd experience, and aided as it will 
be by the benevolence of all sections of the coun- 
try. ' The great missionary cause will be pushed 
on by commerce, and, in the end, the long period' 
of slavery the colored race have suffered, and which 
they must suffer, will be found to have been the 
mean* of Providence to redeem the moat fruitful 
portion of the world from iu social and moral de- 
gradation."

GLEANINGS FROM THE LIBERIA -'HERALD. 

rol'RTH OF JULY. 

A little after 8 o’clock, on the morning of the 
4th, wc looked out upon the, harbor, and observed 
Among the shipping — American, English, German, 
and Liberian — quite a display of national " in- 
signia.'' The U. S. ships, Germantown and John' 
Adams, were gnvly decked with flag* and streamers, 
and tho little “ Lirk,” too, occupying somewhat-of 
a central position, had, in all her dignity, tho flag 
of theSAmerican Union floating gracefully at her 
• foreiopmu-stheud. 

At noon, the l!'. 8. ships commenced, in long and 
loud peals, the rejoicings of a free and happy peo- 
' pie on the return of their notul day. Tho tones of 
the long thirty-two’s and silty -four’s in the harbor 
had scarcely ceased when Fort Norris Battery, in 
thundering accents, belched forth, in -fire and smoke, 
twenty one expression* of kind gralulatjqps to our 
transatlantic brethren. 

This brings to our mind an encouraging reflec- 
tion. The time was, and not many years since 
either, when the people of the United States were 
almost as weak and dependent as the people of 
this infant Republic, and surrounded, too. by diffi- 
culties. and trailed to endure hardshi|>s, arising from 
unhealthy locations, and aavage foes, as appaljing 
as any that Jjavo obstructed the progress of Liberia. 
But by ui/ uncompromising spirit of industry, en- 
terprise. and economy, and a determination to grap- 
ple with/and overcome every obstruction in the 
way of liberty, wealth, and national grandeur, they 
have succeeded to the admiration of all, and now 
commaud the attention and respect of the civilised 
world. And why may not Liberia arrive at the 
same distinction ? Her natural resources, whether 
of mind or matter, are assuredly equal ; and we 
maintain that it only remains for her citizens to 
studiously cultivate the one, and industriously de- 
velop the’ other, to gaiu for her the same importance 
and standing that her elder sister now so proudly 
boasts. Liberians, recoil, then, before no difficulty. 
God is just, Heaven is still propitious; do your 
duty, and your advance in national glory is certain. 

. TIIK INTERIOR. 

A yew days since, wc had a conversation with 
a chief of the Pesse tribe, respecting the trade of 
the interior. Hu professed to have considerable 
knowledge of it, aud said — what many have long 
kaown — that a few days’ walk beyond Bo-poro the 
country is thickly settled, and the inhabitants are 
a trading people. The trade of that country does 
dot find Us way here, owing to the rapacious char- 
acter of the people of Bo-poro. Some of our 
readers may remember that, at one time, gold was 
brought rr.to ous market, and that it was through 
tbd Bo poro people that the trade with the rich 
interior ended. 

Coming from beyond Bo-poro, travellers neces 
aarily hax e to pass through or near it, and the 
(chances are ten to one that they fall in with stroll- 
ing. parlies of Bo porians, who either rob or carry 
them before some of their head-n/cn, and thefi, 
under some pretext, they are compelled to retrace 
their steps with empty hands. 

’ The people of the wealthy interior have no inter- 
course with usf They carry their ivory, gold, and 
hides to Sierra Leone and the Gambia. They 
would, comparatively speaking, have but a short 
distance to come, if they bad an unmolested route 
to Liberia, to the journey they now have to make 
to cany on their trade. 

The Bo-poro people live by plunder. They 
attack defenseless towns, take away every thing 
they can find, ahd make the inhabitants slaves. 

\Vc would advise Government to give some 
attention to the interior. Let it send commission- 
ers to Bo-poro to demand the reason why traders 
are interfered with on their way to Liberia. And, 
indeed, comraisvoner* might be sent beyond Bo- 
poro, to encourage tho traders to open their trade 
with us. 

Hereafter, we will again refer to this subject; 
our object now is, to attract th? notice of the people 
to it. that they may give it consideration in time, 
so that they will l>e prepared to urge the matter 
before the Legislature in December next.— I.ibtria 
Herald, October 1. 

CONGRESS or native CHttra.

No doubt need be entertained 
that anv of the chiefs will fail to obey the summons, 
as they’ are convinced of the power and resources of 
this government, and they will hot readily incur its 
displeasure. Indeed, if the summons extended to

Conciress or Kinus and Cuieis.— O ur 
readers doubtless remember that some four or five 
months since, this government despatched commis- 
sioners to Grand and Little Cape Mount, for the 

E urpose of putting an fend to the wars then existing 
elween certain chief* in those countries. Hap- 
pily, at the instance of the government, an armistice 
was agreed upon by the parties, and a pledge given 
that bostili '.ies should not be revived. It remained, 
however, for the chiefs to adjust the matters of dis- 
pute which lmd produced the wars, and cause 
reparation to be -made, in a pecuniary way, to the 
injured party. For this and other purposes con- 
nected with the industry and trade of the country. 
Kings Jim and George, and a number of minor 
chiefs of Little Cape Mount, and the north-west 
portion of the I)ey country, arc assembled at “Soue,” 
Jim's town. 

The Congress will probably remain in session 
some two or three months. And the result of their 
deliberations is looked to with great interest, ru it 
will affect favorably or otherwise the facilities of 
commercial intercourse with the interior of that 
section of country. The government, however, will 
see that the war shall not be revived, whatever 
the result may be. 

a sfEca or WAR. 

It is reported by good authority, that King Brom- 
ley and Kia Bucha, a l)cy Chief, are barricading 
their towns. The former lives on the St. Paul a 
river, within a stone’s throw of the Virginia settle- 
ment, and the latter within three mile* of it, back 
from the river. They give as a reason for thus for- 
tifying their towns, their apprehensiveneas of an 
stuck from Gatoombah. All who are acquainted 
with affairs in this country, know well that no ap- 
irehensions of the kind need be entertained, 
tatoombah is too well convinced of the power of 
thd government, to attempt to moleat any one liv- 
ing immediately in the vicinity of our towns and 
villages. In fact, it ia said .there ia no chieftain 
who livee in greater fear of the government than 
Gatoombah; his town was once destroyed by us, 
and bu severely chastised. Indeed, we believe hiiu 
to be the most quiet chief in our jurisdiction. 

It seems that Kia Bucha, who ia represented by 
all to be proud and insolent, lately built a very large 
thatched houae, the roof of which ia in the form of 
a sugar-loaf ; when auch roofs are made, the custom 
is, to place ay the top Of the roof a pot of native 
manufacture Kia Bucha, instead of following the 
custom, substituted a brass kettlo of the value of 
five dollars. Gatoombah and Bah-qua-don-da heard 
of this, and sent messengers to inquire of Kia Bucha 
what he meant and intended, by departing from the 
usage of the country ; that hie great-grandfather 
never did such a thing ; that they never heard of 
any one before him presuming to depart from so 
ancient a usage ; and desired to know if he wished 
it understood that he had grown more wealthy and 
powerful than everybody else ; finally, tho mes- 
senger demanded that the kettle be ta’ en down. 
Kia JDucba replied, that he was his own man, and 
careil for no one ; and would die before he tooKlit 
down. Kin Bucha and King Bromley are friends, 
and will, we are informed, hold together. Bromley 
is dependent upon Kia for advice and help in many 
ways. Immediately after the departure of the mes- 
sengers, Kia made known to Bromley the object of 
their visit, and the reply he made to it ; at once 
they agreed to fortify their towns, and prepare to 
defend them. 

Steam Saw-mill. — ft ia with pleasure we record 
the safe arrival of a saw-mill in the county of Sinoe. 
It is a great deeideratuin. Before the commence- 
ment of the rainy season, several buildings - were 
commenced, but, for want of lumber, they were not 
finished, and It depends upon the supply of the 
coming dry season, if they will be completed before 
the commencement of another rainy aeason. This 
is not owing to the absence of large timber in our 
forests, for they abound with the brat of timber for 
buildings, but the number of timber-cutters dimin- 
ishes every year. They find they are less liable to 
exposure, ut work on their forma, than i^lhe 
swamps ; and that they live more easy, and are 
better contented, when they are improving their 
own property. We wait with much anxiety to hear 
that the saw-mill at Binoe ia performing its duty. 
Monrovia will prove lo be a profitable customer io 
the owner of that saw-mill. 

8inob County. — The new Court-House in 
Greenville ia completed. It occupies a central 
and commanding position in the town ; ia built of 
the brat wood material in the country— much better, 
however, if it had been built of bnck — two stories 
high, and will answer the inhabitants of the county 
for county purposes, for a number of yean.' T he 
first story is tastefully fitted up as a court-room ; 
the second has two or threo commodious jury- 
rooma, and clerk and sheriff's offices. 

At our last dates from Greenville, June 30th, no 
further deaths bad occurred among the immigrants 
by the Alida, and they had nearly all reoovered 
Ijrom their second attack of fever. Seventy or 
eighty of the immigrants by the barque Baltimore 
had been attacked with fever ; no deaths, and they 
were all doing well. 

llica.— Our supply of rice is abundant. Two 
months ago, it was selling at $2 23 and |2 30 per 
bushel, and .ready sale at that. Now, it can readily 
be procured at II 30'per bushel. The crops in our 
neighborhood turned out well. Until April next, 
we may safely calculate on having a fair supply at 
the latter price ; unless, indeed, the demand at the 
leeward settlements increases, which ia not improb- 
able. An offer has been made to the largest trader

The Golah chiefs Tom Gum, Dwar- 
rabay and Tar— the latter to represent old King 
George, who ia too feeble to attend in person — had 
ireoeded Hombo five or six days, and were making 
lere quite an impression in their favor. No doubt 
seemed lo exist in regard to the guilt of Bumbo. 
The investigation, however, had not proceeded far 
before the whole queetion of an attack on Dwarr* 
bay’s town was involved in mystery ; and though it is 
clear that an attack has been made, to far, it hat been 
impossible to fix the guilt upon Bumbo. He (Bum- 
bo) charges it upon one Carley, a Mamboo chief, 
which Dwarrabay ia rather inclined to admit; still, 
be pertinaciously insists that Bumbo's people were 
engaged vv the attack. At yet, however, do proof 
of this fact ha* been elicited, and yie council have 
not been able to arrive at any conclusion. Tbe 
case will probably be postponed until certain Grand 
Cape Mount ehiefa can be aummooed.

In 1«40, Sussex county j 
had 107 slaves ; in 1830, 1391 ; a decrease of only 1 
per oent. in ten years. Newcastle county had 
1840, 34 i slaves ; ia 1830, 393 ; a decrease of I 
twenty-fire per oent. The census of ) 840 devel- 
oped the alarming foot that the whole population 
or Sussex county w4a rapidly declining; haring 
then a less population by 2,023 than it had la 
1830. Kent county, too, had been declining, but 
not so rapidly. The increase of Newcastle county 
alone saved the State from the disgrace of depogu-

COMMANDER FORBES AMD LIBERIAN 
SLAVE-TRADE. 

Ova readers will doubtless remember that we 
copied, a month or two ago, from the Spectator an 
extract from Commander Forbee’ book, “ Dahomey 
and tha Dahomans,” in which the people of Liberia, 
are grossly misrepresented, and denounced as a, 
community of slave-trader*. A areek or two since, 
a friend placed in our hands the May number of 
the Anti-slavery Reporter, containing said extract, 
also an article from Messrs. C reason and Hodgkin, 
and an explanatory letter from Commander Forbes 
— all of which we give below. 

We are gratified that we were not without friends 
in l&igland, who were sufficiently interested in the 
welfare of our infant government not to allow 
such foul statements— which, if true, would justly 
condemn Liberia to the contempt of the world — to 
be circulated without inquiry as to their correct- 
ness, and adding a word in defense of an injured 
people. 

We have said, 011 a former occasion, that the 
statements of Commander Forbes, in regard to 
Liberia, are erroneous in every particular, wholly 
without foundation in truth. We now repeat that 
they are malicious slanders. Thera are two sorts 
of sUndera in the world — slanders by accident, and 
slanders with malice aforethought. To the last; 
class, unquestionably, belongs Commander Forbes' 
article on Liberia. 

Commander Forbes, in his letter, March 20th, 
tars : •• That the citixens of Liberia are guilty of 
buying and holding slaves, 1 had ocular demonstra- 
tion; and I know personally tico Liberian citixens" — 
why suppress their names * — " sojourners at Cape 
Mount, who owned several slaves,” Ac., Ac. Now, 
sinco wo were first shown this letter, we have taken 
considerable pains and trouble to ferret out these 
" two Liberian citisens," but without success. ]l 
has beeu hinted to us that possibly onp of the two 
referred to is a man by tho name of Curtis, who, 
some seventeen years ago, for reasons unnecessary 
to mention here, le^V the colony, and settled among 
the natives of Cape Mount, where he united himself 
to a daughter of a chief of the country, and has riot 
sine© considered himself — residing, as he was and

It it also 
possible that Curtis is one of the two Liberian citi- 
zens referred to ; who the other can be^ we confess 
we have not the slightest idea. But admit it were 
true that Commander Forbes saw two bona fd* 
Liberian citizens at Cape Mount, engaged, as he 
says, " buying and selling slaves," is it just, or kind, 
or g«ne{oui in him to denounco a whole commu- 
nity for the bad conduct of two of iu members? 
And Commander Forbe# never visited Monrovia I ! 
We were under the impression that be had once, 
for a short lime. . He says, however, “ my inform- 
ants acquainted me that almost all labor in Liberia 
was denved from a tytttm of domestic slavery." 
Who are those informants ? What kind of system 1 

We emphatically deny the practice of the ‘pawn 
system in Liberia, or that labor is derived here from 
slavery ia any of iU phases. And for the truth of 
our assertion, we throw ourselves with confidence 
uikni the candid of all nations who have visited 
Monrovia. 

Truth will prevail, and Liberia will remain, 
throughout all ages, a monument of the errone- 
ousness of Commander Forbes* book.

Since reading Commander Forbes's letter to you, 
Marsh 26, published in the Anti Slavery Reporter, 

I have endeavored to ascertain what " two” oitisens 
if Liberia he refer* to, " sojourner* et Cepe Mount, 
who owned elavee." But no one can give me the 
information ; nor oan l imagine who they can pos- 
sibly be, unless one is a man by name Curtis, who, 
some seventeen years ago, for reasons unnecessary 
to name, left the oolony, and settled among the na- 
tive# of Cape Mount, where he united himself to the 
daughter or a chief of the country, and has not since 
considered himself— residing, as be was, beyond 
the jurisdiction of the commonwealth— as identified 
with the Liberians ; indeed, in his feelings, he wee 
wholly alienated from the people of Liberia.
